Q. I heard “Paper Moon” was banned somewhere. Is that possible? 
What could be healthier than a movie about a man-child con- 
team? — M.0O., Medford. 

A. Not only possible but true. The Ryan O’Neal-Tatum O’Neal 
film was recently shut down in Dallas for “child obscenity.” 
“Last Tango in Paris” and “The Last Picture Show” were also 
banned in the Big D. Closer to home, ‘Last Tango” was voted 
out of town by the Natick Board of Selectmen. On the other 
hand, “Behind the Green Door” just opened in Boston, a much 
more explicit movie than any of the above. 

Q. What's the story on cover charges still being charged in Cape 
Cod bars? I thought the ABC had banned them. — C.B., 
Falmouth. 


prohibited ‘“‘Cover” and “minimum drink” charges” on the 
Cape. Eleven establishments went to court and obtained injunc- 
tive relief, but until the final decision is made by the Superior 
Court, only the night spots which took the ABC to court initially 
are covered to cover charge. If the bars you’re referring to were 
not in on the original court challenge, they’re charging at the 
door at their own risk — and could have their licenses suspend- 


ed. 

Q. The North Cambridge Branch Library used to have women’s 
programs. What happened to them? — B,L., Cambridge. 

A. The weekly programs for women will be resumed on July 5th at 
the library, located at 70 Rindge Ave. They will consist of a 
series of free programs held every Thursday morning at 10:30 
am. The women’s programs will cover a wide range of topics, in- 
cluding “Health & Safety Care,” “Sexism in Children’s 
Literature,” “‘Women and Cancer,” and “Self-Defense for 
Women.” 

Q. I have quite a large record collection. But I have a good many 
albums that I just don’t care for any more. Even some I never 
cared for in the first place. Is there a place that buys used

A. There are a number of places to dispose of used records. Many 
small bookstores — particularly used book stores — often sell 
secondhand records. Your return would depend largely on what 
records you were offering, their condition, and the state of their 
used-record inventory at the time. Discount Records recently 
conducted a trade-in sale where customers received reductions 
on new albums when they traded in old ones. You could always 
donate them to charity and take a tax deduction. Or you could 
save them; they might eventually become collectors’ items even 
if you are sick of them.

FDA ON VITAMINS 


To the Editor: 
Public discussion and such ar- 


‘ticles as Sharon Basco’s in your 


May 15, 1973 issue about the 
Food and Drug Administration’s 
proposed regulations on dietary 
supplements of vitamins and 
minerals has generated much 
misinformation. I would like to 
set the record straight as to what 
FDA is trying to do and why. 

The FDA fully accepts the 
right of individuals to eat what 
they want and to supplement 
their diet as they see fit. j 

And the Agency accepts the 
fact that many people want to 
take vitamins and minerals as 
“insurance”’ against irregular or 
poor eating habits. . 

But, the FDA agrees with 
nutrition scientists that every in- 
dividual needs essential 
nutrients every day — not heavy 
dosages of one vitamin or 
mineral today and another 
tomorrow. 

The Agency, therefore, is ac- 
ting to insure that people 
wishing to supplement their diet 
have access to products that 
provide a balanced combination 
of essential vitamins and 
minerals in the strength judged 
adequate and reasonable by 
nutritional scientists. 


While FDA’s new regulations 
do not restrict any individual’s 
right to take massive doses of 
any one vitamin or any combina- 
tion, the program will act 
against deceptive promotional 
claims for dietary supplements 


so. low in potency as to be 


nutritionally ineffective or so- 
high as to make no sense 
medically. 

FDA considers it misleading 
and irresponsible to claim that 
all vitamins are harmless. 
Vitamins A & prolonged 
and excessive doses. can cause 
serious harm, including mental 
and physical retardation in 
children. For these two vitamins 
only, the Agency proposes to 


limit high potency doses to_ 


prescription only. 

Nevertheless, as with all other 
nutrients, Vitamins A & D will 
continue to be available in non- 
prescription forms. 

The individual consumer who 
wishes to do so may still take any

vitamin in any amount — in- 


cluding A & D — without a 
prescrition. 

No FDA action will interfere 
with individual decision and no 
FDA action will make any 
nutrient unavailable to con- 
sumers. The Agency does, 
however, strongly recommend 
that consumers who wish to take 
excessive doses of any nutrient 
do so under physician guidance. 

All FDA judgments on dietary 
supplements are based on more 
than ten years of intensive study, 
including lengthly public 
hearings on nearly every neee. 
of the various proposals. 
dustry, science, medicine, pe 
ee have participated ful- 
y 

One of the principal results of 
this long study has been the 


-adoption of a more effective 


system for measuring daily 
nutritional intake than the ob- 
solete Minimum Daily Re- 
quirements measurement. The 
system is called the U.S. 
Recommended Daily Allowances 
which is based on the National 
Research Council’s Recommend- 
ed Daily Allowances. 

Scientists estimate that the 
Recommended Dietary 
Allowances provide for the 
nutritional requirements of 90 
per cent of the population. 

All products fortified with up 
to 50 per cent of the vitamins 
and minerals the average person 
needs to maintain health (RDA) 
should be marketed as general 
foods; products fortified with 50 
per cent to 150 per cent of the 
RDA should be marketed as 
dietary supplements; all 
products containing more than 
150 per cent should be labeled 
and marketed as therapeutic 


drugs. 

It is emphasized that “dietary 
supplements’’ currently 
marketed with vitamin and/or 
mineral levels far in excess of the 


150 per cent of the RDA may still 


continue to be sold as over-the- 
counter (non-prescription) 
drugs. The products eventually 
will be reviewed by experts who 
will judge their safety and effec- 


tiveness and advise FDA 
whether any of them should re- 
quire a prescription. 

In its specific efforts to protect 
the consumer against unfair or 
deceptive promotional claims for 
dietary supplements, the 
regulations do prohibit such 
statements as Ms. Basco pointed 
out in her article. 

However, the new regulations 
in po way prohibit statements 
which are truthful and are not 
misleading. “She FDA is saying 
in, fact that no dietary supple- 
nftnt may make health claims 
either directly or indirectly un- 
less able to demonstrate that the 
claims are scientifically valid.

The FDA will continue to 
regulate on the basis that 
vitamins and minerals are in 
fact an essential “food’’ when 
taken according to known bodily 
requirements. When taken at 
tens or hundreds of times this 
need, vitamins are drugs and

on the market will be able to 


continue on the market but with 


more and better information for 
consumers. 

The consumer will continue to 
bear first responsibility and full 
freedom to decide his own 
nutritional practices.

as on a day-to-day living basis. . 


The screen play ends where the 
book starts.

The Phony Park Plaza Proposal

The head of Boston’s largest develop- 
ment firm has said that the city’s 1970 
solicitation for development proposals on 
the Park Plaza project was phony, 
authoritative sources say. 

Gerald W. Blakeley, the president of 
Cabot, Cabot and Forbes, told the sources 
at separate meetings in May that he was 
pressured by city officials into submitting 
a proposal he knew would be rejected. 

Blakeley told the sources he was 
threatened with city disapproval on two of 
the firm’s proposed developments — an 
office building at 60 State Street and an 
addition to the Ritz Carlton hotel — if he 
did not submit a proposal for Park Plaza. 

Blakeley, according to one of the 
sources, said that the city wanted his 
firm’s proposal that it-might appear 
there was a competition among 
developers for the best Park Plaza plan.” 

“He knew and understood and was told 

that his proposal would not be con- 
sidered,” said this source. 
' The sources said this message was ap- 
parently communicated to Blakely by 
Boston Mayor Kevin White and by John 
Warner, then head of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA). 

Blakeley told one of the sources he “‘felt 
particularly badly” that he “led on” the 
architectural firm he hired to do 
preliminary design work, the Architects 
Collaborative of Cambridge. 

The Park Plaza proposal drawn up for 
Blakely was rejected by the BRA along 
with three others in March of 1971. The 
BRA instead designated the fledgling firm 
of Boston Urban Associates as sole 
developer for the first big chunk of the 
renewal plan. 

Urban is headed by Mortimer Zucker- 
man and Edward Linde, two former 
employees of Cabot, Cabot and Forbes 
who left the firm in 1970. 

Blakeley told the sources in May that 
the Mayor was angry bécause one of his 
firm’s officers, K. Dun Gifford, had par- 
ticipated in a Boston Society of 
Architects’ report which raised questions 
about Park Plaza financing plans. 

Blakeley also told the sources that he 
was under continuing pressure by the city 
to support the Park Plaza plan. 

There are unverified reports that at two 
meetings between Blakeley and Mayor 
Kevin White within the past month, 
White again threatened ye with 
city disapproval of 60 State Street and the 
Ritz addition if he did not publicly sup- 
port Park Plaza. 

White also reportedly threatened 
Blakeley with an increase of $88,000 in the 
tax assessment on the Ritz Carlton if he 
did not (1) announce his support of Park 
Plaza at the state’s current public 
hearings on the plan, (2) consent to an in- 
terview with Globe real estate writer 
Anthony Yudis in which he would again 
state his support and (3) obtain from the 
presidents of the New England Merchants 
Bank and the First National Bank letters 
endorsing Park Plaza and containing 
statements of their willingness to par- 
ticipate in the Plaza’s financing. 

Neither Blakeley nor the Mayor were 


‘available for comment last week. 

*K. Dun Gifford, Blakeley’s principal 
aide at Cabot, Cabot and Forbes (CC and 
F), did consent to an interview last 
Wednesday. Gifford would not discuss 
Blakeley’s conversations with the Mayor, 
but did talk about the status of the firm’s 
proposed addition to the Ritz and the 
proposed 60 State Street building. © 

Gifford said the firm bought the Ritz 
and an adjacent lot in 1964 with the inten- 
tion of putting up a new hotel con- 
dominium tower on the lot. 

“We had previously had permission to 
put up a 285-foot building there,” said 
Gifford. “We had not submitted a formal 
design for approval, only a study design.” 

“In early May,” said Gifford, “there 
was a sudden and unexpected and dis- 
tinct change in signal.” 

The firm was told by BRA staffers that 
the new building ‘“‘couldn’t go above the 
cornice line of the existing Ritz, or 155 
feet,” said Gifford. 

“This was very disturbing,” said Gif- 


ford. “Our response was well, if that’s the’ 


case, then the only thing we could finan- 
cially justify building there (on the vacant 
land) was condominium apartments, and 
that if we couldn’t expand the hotel, the 
existing hotel was a questionable 
viability.” 

Gifford said it was his opinion that 
BRA approval of the building’s height was 
not strictly required by law, as the land is 
not in a renewal district. 

“The BRA’s role is more of an informal, 
practical thing,’’ he said. “‘You’ve gotta go 
to them.” 

Gifford said that after the “change in 
signal,’”’ Blakeley and the Mayor had dis- 
cussions, the content of which he would 
not reveal. 

“The exact current status,” he said, ”’ is 
that we are in discussion with the BRA 
about what height is acceptable.” 

The status of CC and F’s proposed of- 


fice building at 60 State Street, Gifford 
said, was much the same. 

“In the mid-Sixties,”’ he said, “‘we were 
encouraged by the BRA to assemble that 
site for the construction of a major office 
building.” 

The reason, said Gifford, was that “‘a 
major employer in the city had purchased 
land elsewhere and the city wanted them 
to stay.” 

The project ran into many delays, said 
Gifford, including land assemblage 
problems, a study by the National Ad- 
visory Council on Historic Preservation on 
the building’s effects on the nearby 
Fanueil Hall area, and a request for an en- 
vironmental impact study. 

“It’s taken a long time,” said Gifford. 
“But now we have the financing, a con- 
struction company lined up, and we’ve 
nearly completed the (environmental) 
report.” 

“But BRA Board approval is still re- 
quired,” said Gifford, ‘“‘and we’ve been 
seeking that approval for eight weeks, 
maybe longer.” 

“The BRA’s only response,’’ he said, 
“has been, ‘Well, we’re working out the 
problems.’ ” 

Gifford said that Blakeley and the 
Mayor had met recently and “more than 
once, I think” to discuss those problems. 

That was Wednesday. On Thursday CC

and F released a statement by Blakeley 
which appears to contradict Gifford on 
the status of 60 State Street. . 

“We have every assurance personally 
from Mr. Robert Kenney (BRA head),” 
the Blakeley statement reads, “that he 
will recommend that the BRA. approve 
Sixty State Street, and that. our ongoing 
discussions of the design of the Ritz- 
Carlton addition will continue.” 

After release of the statement, we asked 
Gifford whether he had been aware of the 
previous day of Kenney’s ‘“‘assurances.”’ 

“Not in those words,” said Gifford. 

Gifford said that he had been “running 
around” all week, Kenney had attended 
the state’s latest hearings on Park Plaza 
and Blakeley had been out of town, 
resulting in a “time lag” in the exchange 
of information. 

“There’s been a continuing encourage- 
ment by the BRA for us to proceed (on 60 
State Street),” said Gifford. 

“I do not know how many times this 
week Mr. Blakeley and Mr. Kenney or 
Mr. (Stewart) Forbes (the BRA’s Deputy 
Director of Development) have spoken on 
the phone,” said Gifford. “I know it’s at 
least once, it may be more than that.” 

“T’m sure that this week Mr. Blakeley 
was reassured again,” said Gifford. 

Gifford said he would not comment on 
whether Blakeley had talked to either 
Kenney or Forbes that day (Thursday). 

The Blakeley statement released 
Thursday reads in part: 

“Over the years I have met with Mayor 
White to discuss our Boston projects, in- 
cluding the addition to the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel and the construction of the Sixty 
State Street building. In the past month 
he and I have had two meetings, at one of 
which he looked at the model of Sixty 
State Street and thought it an admirable 
design. These meetings were private, and 
I have no plans to discuss them with 
anyone.” 


Testimonials: A Question of Money

The Boston Finance Commission’s in- 
vestigation of corruption within the city’s 
school department has been temporarily 
stymied. Early last week, a Suffolk 
Superior Court judge handed down an in- 
junction barring the Fin Com from taking 
any more testimony on fund-raising ac- 
tivities of School Committee members 
and from making any public statements 
on_the investigation. 

As the Boston Phoenix went to press, 
this injunction has already been upheld 
by one court. Fin Com attorneys will now 
go before the Supreme Judicial Court in 
an effort to dissolve that injunction pen- 
ding a full hearing on the matter. 

The court action is not the only 
problem facing the Fin Com investiga- 
tion, begun earlier this year by Chairman 
Ralph Fine. Fine has now been accused of 
making, with Park Plaza developer Mort 

, Zuckerman among others, a $20,000 cam- 


paign contribution to the congressional 
bid of former state rep Martin Linsky of 
Brookline. Fine contends that the $20,000 
was a loan, a contention supported by 
Linsky who says he has repaid $6000 of 
that amount. The publicity, clearly 
generated by School Committee members 
faced with possible exposure, has not 
helped the investigation one bit. The Fin 
Com and Fine are now on the defensive, 
not a particularly strong posture when 
trying-to unearth wrongdoing. 

A local pol sympathetic to the in- 
vestigation commented last week that 
Fine has not handled the sitation well. 
‘“‘He wasn’t ready for the Boston 
treatment: slander and everything.” he 
said. “‘He was naive enough to believe the 
School Committee would just let him 
march ahead and bury them politically.” 

Prior to the past week’s roadblocks, the 
Commission seemed on the verge of mak- 


ing a Boston version of Watergate. The 
tales being told to the Boston Finance 
Commission were familiar to anyone who 
has worked in the Boston School system 
or to any reporter who has covered the 
School Committee. In four days of 
hearings spread out over two weeks, the 
Fin Com—a government appointed group 
of citizens set up to oversee the spending 
of city funds—had heard testimony which 
touches the tip of a severe political scan- 
dal: the money rackets run by and for 
members of the Boston School Com- 
mittee. So long standing and time 
honored are some of the practices that 
have or will come to light that potential 
witnesses are genuinely surprised that 
anyone really is concerned about what is 
going on in the system. 

So far the Fin Com hearings have dealt 
almost exclusively with testimonial

Dean, former presidential 
counsel, claimed that Colson was 
involved in both the Watergate 
break-in planning and cover-up 
and also claimed that Colson’s_ 
office submitted names for Nix- 
on’s “political enemies’’ list. 

According to Dean, the White 
House built up the list in 1971 
and 1972 and formulated a plan 
to take action against these 
“enemies” through the use of 
available federal machinery. 

The complete list of names is- 
not available but Massachusetts 
“enemies” on the tally included: 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy; 
Congressman Robert F. Drinan; 
George Frazier, Robert Healey 
and Martin Nolan of the Boston 
Globe; Robert S. Pirie, Boston 
attorney and chief fund raiser for 
Iowa Gov. Harold Hughes; Derek 
Bok, then dean of Harvard Law: 
School and now president of 
Harvard; Noam Chomsky, 
professor, MIT; Daniel Elisberg, 
professor, MIT; J. Kenneth 
Gailbraith, professor, Harvard; 
Herbert Ley Jr., former FDA 
commissioner, professor of 
biology, Harvard; Matthew 
Stanley Meselson, professor of 
biology, Harvard; Joseph 
Rhodas Jr., fellow, Harvard; and 


Jerome Wiesner, president, 
MIT. 
Cancer Kit Recalled 


The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has told Female 
Laboratory Testing, 
Orangeburg, N.Y., to recall Pap 
Chek, a do-it-yourself, mail- 
order test kit purported to detect 
cervical cancer. Pap Chek has 
never been approved by the 
FDA, which says its use can 
result in a high incidence of false 
assurances that no cancer is pre- 
sent. 

The FDA estimated that over 


. 1000 test kits have been sold, 


only through the mail. The FDA 
urged any woman who has used a 
Pap Chek to see her physician for 
retesting by a generally accepted 
method. 

Pap Chek was advertised 
nationally in McCall’s, Ladies’ 
Home Journal, Harper’s Bazaar, 
Family Weekly and other 
magazines, the FDA said. After 
self-administering Pap Chek, the 
user was supposed to return it to 
a laboratory for diagnosis; the 
results were then mailed to the 
user or a designated doctor. The 
total cost was $9. 

The ad for Pap Chek, accor- 
ding to the FDA, stated it was a"

John Boone has finally gone down and 
while his firing may not have been, as 
Globe columnist Mike Barnicle suggested 
last week, ‘‘one of the biggest surrenders 
since Chamberlain sat with his umbrella 
and smiled as Hitler tore through 
Europe,” it certainly was not one of the 
best acts of the Sargent administration. 
Sargent acted precipitously under con- 
siderable political pressure and without 
the advice of those familiar with correc- 
tions work. He acted without good staff 


input, without clear facts, without con- . 


sulting those concerned about prison 
reform, and without thinking beyond his 
own reelection. 

“I blame the governor and his staff for 
what happened,” said one source familiar 
with what occurred behind the scenes 
prior to Boone’s firing. ‘“The governor left 
things in the hands of his staff. The staff 
accepted nothing from anyone who really 
knows prisons. They certainly froze out 
Boone,;-a guy a number of them either dis- 
liked personally or saw as a distinct 
political liability. Sargent was just follow- 
ing his staff when he fired Boone. He 
allows them to run the governorship.” 

This is a long standing charge against 
the Sargent administration: that his aides 
- people like Jack Flannery, Al Kramer 
and Bob Caulfield - have too much power; 
that these men not Frank Sargent decide 
state policy. This source also believes that 
Boone was more of a scapegoat than the 
public suspected. The source (and others, 
it should be noted) says Boone had 
Walpole wrested from his control during 
the last big blowup back in the spring. 
“Boone was held responsible for what oc- 
curred at an institution over which he had 
no control,’’ he said. 

John Boone has not spoken directly to 
this point, if it is true. Last March, there 
was a great deal of speculation that 
responsibility for Walpole had been taken 
from the corrections commissioner and 
that the governor’s staff, notably Steve 
Teichner - a former Channel 2 reporter, 
was making the day-to-day decisions on 
the institution. 

Perhaps in the long run this is irrele- 
vent. Duplicity in government is not un- 
usual. In a technical sense, Boone had 
responsibility for Walpole whether he was 
truly in command or not. Sargent’s state- 
ment, firing Boone and instituting a “get- 
tough” policy at Walpole, could have 
been technically correct without being 
honest. 

Besides there is more to the cast of 
characters than just the governor and the 


staff. There is the guards’ union, for ex- 3§ 


ample. As much as anyone can sym- 
pathize with the guards who fear for their 
lives, it is blatantly obvious that many 
guards and the union itself went out of 
their way to sabotage the work Boone was 
trying to do and eliminate him. That 
guards called him “Boone the Coon’”’ is 
not simply a charge made by the Black 
Caucus and a few liberals. It is fact. That, 
when Walpole first blew up, the guards on

‘Prisons Turn Into Battle Grounds and Devour You’ 


By Kerry Gruson 

“So long as you have those places 
(prisons), they turn into battle grounds 
and devour you,” former Youth Services 
Director Jerome Miller told the Globe 
shortly after his friend and (in some 
senses) his disciple John Boone suc- 
cumbed to the same forces that drove 
Miller out of the state. Both had wanted 
to alter beyond recognition a system they 
had been charged with administering, or 
to put it more bluntly, to destroy a system 
they knew was destroying people. ; 

Literally destroy. Tear downy those 
walls. “Institutions are set up to make 
people fail,” Miller repeated once again 
the day after Boone was axed. ““That’s 
their latent purpose.” So Boone and 
Miller were getting people out of these in- 
stitutions, out of the prisons first on 
furloughs and work release programs. 
They wanted to gradually move all but 
perhaps 10 percent of the prison popula- 


tion, all but the real crazies, into com- . 


munity based, small, open rehabilitation 
centers. Another institution, but one 
where the size of the failure was perhaps 
more manageable and where the intent 
clearly was to rehabilitate, to help, and 
not to punish. 


was the Commissioner of Punishment and 
not the Commissioner of Corrections he 
would smile because he knew it was still 
true,” Lou Brin, member of the dogged 
citizens lobbying group, the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee on Prison Reform, said last week. 

In the -17 months Boone was com- 
missioner he reduced the prison popula- 
tion by almost a third, from 3200 to 2000 
inmates. For the first time there was 
cooperation on the 22nd floor of the 
Saltonstall building between the Correc- 
tions offices and the Parole Board. “A 
year and a half ago they hardly knew each 
other up there. It was like going from East 
to West Berlin,” Brin said. 

Inevitably the process created enemies. 
In this case it was the guards. There was 
no way they could not feel threatened, 
there was no way they wouldn’t scream 
and yell and kick back with every bit of 
clout they had because Boone was taking 
their jobs away and there is no room to 
compromise over that basic fact. Con- 
sider: a high rate of attrition in the prison 
population. Fewer guards needed. Almost 
no violence during the nine weeks 
trainees, civilian observers and prisoners 
ran the institution after the guards walk- 


guards? And finally, of course you 
wouldn’t want guards in a community 
rehabilitation center. You want a social 
worker not a cop. “In a community based 
corrections system there is not much use 
for guards with Mlé6s, clubs, twisters, 
handcuffs, and chains,” says Charlie 
Crafts, who spent a year in Walpole, and 


is now with the Prisoners Survival Center, 


a radical group which has organized in- 
mate families and runs a number of 
educational and legal programs for 
prisoners. 

It doesn’t need saying that the guards 
have the power now, certainly the 
political power. And they found a ready 
voice for their cause, the Herald 
American. The Herald began to hit away 
at Boone, demanding his resignation time 
after time, throwing the spot light on the 
failures of the furlough program (the 
program has had a 98 percent success rate 
even at Walpole), going ape when con- 
victed murderer Joe Subilosky escaped on 
furlough (Crafts believes his furlough was 
granted to torpedo the program; Boone 
claims he had revoked permission) and at 
last triumphantly headlining a news story 
last Saturday, “The Herald American’s 


There are decent guards. Even Charlie 


Crafts, beaten many times in prison, con- ~~~ 


cedes that. But peer group pressure 
operates as effectively on the guards as it 
does on the prisoners. 

Prison walls are intended as much to 
keep people out as they are to keep people 
in. Thus Boone’s attempt to open the 
prison — the observers program, letting 
the public into the jail to act as buffer 
between guards and prisoners, lettir 
newspaper people in to write about th 
conditions and to get the unofficial side 
of any story, letting lawyers and families, 
and letters and books in to the prison — 
was almost as important a step in chang- 
ing the prison system as letting inmates 
out. It is no coincidence that during the 
disastrous 68 day lock-up ordered by then 
Walpole Superintendent Porelle — 
Porelle’s ‘“‘reign of terror’ as it later 
became known — some $3000 worth of 
books were burnt in the courtyard. 

It is the shame of the press, the Globe 
just as much as the Herald, that it did not 
cry out to be let back in to the prisons to 
see what was going on, that it is not doing 
so now that a policeman (head of the un-

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Rape Cambridge: Case Study Effects

women she calls Anna Smith, Jane 
Brown, and Susan Wilson. Only their 
_names have been changed.) 


Anna Smith is sixty-five years old. 
Since her husband died she ‘hes. lived 
alone in her apartment on the second floor 


house ‘on -Pearl Street in Cam- 


bridgeport. 

She was in bed one night in May; she’s 
not sure, now, of the date, but from what 
she says it sounds as if it must have been 
Friday, May 25. A man broke the glass in 
the door which leads to her back porch, 
got into the apartment, and raped her. He 
had a knife. He covered her face with the 
bedspread so she couldn’t see him. When 
he left, he took some canned food with 
him — not her television, she says 
wonderingly, just food. 

Jane Brown lived in the apartment 
below Anna Smith’s until the end of May. 
At around 1 a.m. on the night of Tuesday, 
May 29, after talking on the phone in her 
kitchen for about an hour, she turned 
round. There was a man standing on her 
back porch, at the screen door, mastur- 
bating. She screamed “What are you do- 
ing here?” and slammed the door. Some 
friends she called came over; they walked 
around the immediate neighborhood, but 
saw no sign of the man. Jane went home 
with her friends to their apartment and 
spent the night there. 

That same Tuesday night, not too long 
after Jane Brown had left her first-floor 
apartment, Anna Smith was raped again 
in her second-floor apartment, by the 
same man. This time, she says, he was 
armed with ‘the leg of a chair or table. 


When she pleaded with him, he said, “I . 


didn’t hurt you last time.” 
Telling the story, Anna Smith is very 
agitated; it is hard to press for facts, to 
sort out times and dates. “I haven’t been 
able to eat or sleep,” she says, “T’ll never 
get over it. I thought I was doing so good, 
living alone.” She has new locks on all her 
doors and is having a telephone installed. 
She seems grateful for company, urges me 


to sit down, to stay a while, to come back 


and visit. 


Jane Brown came back to her apart- 
ment on the first floor in the daytime of 
‘Wednesday, May 30, but spent the night 
with her friends again. When she returned 


to the Pear) Street apartment on the mor- . 


ning of Thursday, May 31, it had been 
ransacked. All the drawers had been pull- 


ed open; a purse and a pack had been rift- | 


ed. Nothing had been taken. Across a 
poster on her refrigerator the words “Fat 
cunt lesbian” had been scrawled. - 

The message of the poster was “Women 
Declare War on Rape.” 

At this point Jane called the police. 

Anna Smith has a son-in-law on the 
Cambridge police force, it turns out. Her 
case has not been officially reported, they 
told me at the police station, but is being 
handled by her son-in-law. He says that 
his mother-in-law was medically examin- 
ed and rape confirmed: 

The next incident was a week later. 
Susan Wilson is thirty and lives on Perry 
Street, about two blocks away from the 
Pearl Street house. She arrived home in 
her car round about midnight on the night 
of Wednesday, June 6. Her large dog was 
with her, but she let him into the building 
immediately and then returned to the car 
to collect some packages. She looked up 
and down the street and noticed nothing 
unusual. Just as she had pushed the car 
door shut with her elbow, a man leaped at 
her, hit her in the throat, and knocked her 
down on the sidewalk. 

Susan Wilson knows aikido, judo, and 
karate. She has a green belt and is the 
assistant instructor of a self-defense class. 
As she fell, she remembered judo falls and 
kept her head up so it didn’t crash against 
the paving. 

The man sat astride her, holding a knife 
to her right cheek and covering her mouth 
with his right hand. He must have been 
left-handed, she thinks. She remembers 
the details very clearly and repeats them 
lucidly. He told her he wasn’t going to 
hurt her, he just wanted to ball-her. All he 
wanted was to get his rocks off, he said; he 
just wanted to fuck. She told him she 
wasn’t about to cooperate, and they 
argued for some minutes; no, she wouldn’t 
move, no, she wouldn’t undo any of he1 


clothes. If he cut her with the knife, she 
warned, she would scream. 
Susan recalls that she was mad rathe: 


than scared. “‘He fully. expected me toco- . 
“operate!” she says, amazed. 


He started threatening to pale her eye 
out, to slit her throat, He raised the knife, 
then slashed, cutting her hand as she 
moved to protect her throat, She grabbed 
his wrist with one hand and knocked the 
knife from it with the: other. a jude 
trick, though she certainly wasn't con- 
scious of what she was doing at the time. 
By this point she had also started scream- 
ing, and shortly afterwards a man and two 
women emerged from a house across the 
road. At this the would-be rapist jumped 
up and ran away between the houses; 
Susan heard him scrambling over the 
fence. 

The police who drove Susan to Cam- 
bridge City Hospital to have her wound 
stitched told her that another woman had 
been attacked less than an hour before on 
Kelly Road, just a few blocks away. At the 
hospital Susan saw this woman — call her 
Betty Anderson. This fourth women | 
have not spoken to. She had apparently 
gone out to mail a letter and been grabbed 
from behind; her husband, however, had 
appeared, and the attacker had again fl- 
ed, after slashing her hand, too, with his 
knife. 

Those are the women’s stories. 

Jane’s description of the man she saw 
at her door and Susan’s of the man who 
attacked her seem to tally, although 
neither saw him very clearly. It seems 
that he is in his early twenties, maybe 
5’7” tall, and has light hair reaching 
below his ears; he is cleanshaven and 
described as having a baby face. Anna 
Smith can’t really say anything except 
that her attacker was young; Betty 
Anderson noticed only a silver ring on one 
of his fingers. 

It seems clear that he knows the 
neighborhood well. 

There are mysteries. One might ask for 
instance why this man, elsewhere so im- 
pulsively aggressive, merely stood outside 
Jane Brown’s unfastened screen door, 
masturbating or why he took food from

After the episodes of June 8, the acl 


started spreading through Cam- 
bridgeport .. Telephones rang and war- |. 
nings were spread by word of mouth. A 


leaflet appeared headed; Rapist in Cam- 


bridgeport — Women Beware!, announ- 


cing that. “at least 7 women in this - 
neighborhood” had been attacked in the . 
past ten days. Rumors escalated and fear. 


grew. Many older women were reportedly 
afraid to go out of doors at all; every 
woman must have at least paused. 

My roommates and I live right in the 
center of the danger zone. Going to a par- 
ty round the corner, we organized 
elaborate escort systems so no one walked 
alone. 

I was a bit disturbed by the panic. In 
particular, I objected to the voices urging 
that women should stay home; it is not 
women, the victims, but men; the 
aggressors, who should :be kept off the 
streets. 

I sometimes wonder about the way that 
certain sectors of the women’s movement 
have treated the issue of rape. I do think 
that much-needed attention has recently 
been focused on rape as'a political crime 
against women. Yet at times it seems that 
the atmosphere generated has been one 
where women are more frightened to walk 
the streets than they were five years ago, 
and this is something I can only see as 
bad. 

When I tried to track down the rumors 
and reports that had been running like 
wildfire through Cambridgeport, I could 
find no other cases than those involving 
the four women I have described. On in- 
vestigation it turned out that the figure of 
seven attacks included double reports of 
some incidents. 


This is not to say that there may not 
have been other attacks that went un- 
reported; this is in fact highly probable. 
And of course the episodes that are known 
are more than sufficienf to arouse 
justified alarm. ; 

The only other attack I heard of was a 
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later one, where a man had apparently 
grabbed a woman's breast as he passed 
her on Pear! Street, then run off while she 
screamed. He was described as 5’7” tall 
and maybe 16-17 years old. 

If rumors proliferated, neither the 
Cambridge Police Department nor the 
press was helping matters, to say the 
least. Both seemed determined that there 
should be a total clampdown on informa- 
tion. 

The police department repeatedly 
answered requests for information with 
denials, evasions, and general 
runarounds. On the police blotter the at- 
tack on Betty Anderson was described as 
an attempted robbery; she wasn’t actual- 
ly knocked down, a police spokesman ex- 
plained, so they didn’t count it as an 
attempted rape. The attack on Susan 
Wilson was described as an attempted 
rape. The press, however, ignored this; 
the Cambridge Cronicle’s ‘“‘Crime Beat” 
listed zero rapes for the week June 4-11, 
instead noting armed robberies on both 
Perry and Kelly Streets. The Herald 
American of June 8 reported two “attack 
attempts by a knife-wielding mugger,” 
giving no indication of the sexual nature 
of these attacks. 

I eventually spoke on the telephone to 
the sergeant at the Cambridge Police 
Department who deals with sex crimes — 


“skin crimes we call them,” he told me’ 


with jocular intimacy. 
He couldn’t really give me any informa- 
tion without permission, he said. On the 


other hand, he really wanted publicity for 
the sake of urging “these girls” to come 
forward and report rapes to the police, 
since it’s estimated that 60 percent of 
rapes go unreported. 

I pressed him for specific information 
on the recent attacks. What about. the 
older woman on Pearl Street? Well, he 
said, they didn’t know as yet whether a 
rape had actually been committed; the 
woman was incoherent, she was an 
alcoholic, they’d had problems with her 
before. And the others? Well, there hadn’t 
really been that many, he said; four or 
five, not more than five or six at the out- 
side. And they were what he’d call “inde- 
cent advances” — “‘you know, some guy 
made a pass at a couple of girls” or he 
made an “indecent comment.” 

I told him that the cases I had heard 
about involved the use of a knife, which 
didn’t sound to me like one of your every- 
day passes. The vergeant replied that the 
guy had been looking for money, so “it 
could come under the category of armed 


robbery.” 
(It is true that the man had un- 


successfully demanded money from Anna 
Smith, and apparently he had asked 
Betty Anderson for money too. On the 
other hand, there was no mention of 
money in the Susan Wilson episode, and 
nothing at all was taken from Jane 
Brown’s apartment.) 

What were the police doing about these 
attacks, I asked. Well, they had a couple 
of suspects in mind, local kids — this was 


an area where families know each other — 
one kid for instance who had been in trou- 
ble with the juvenile court before. They 
were watching these suspects, two men 
had been detailed to do this. This was the 
only action they were taking. 

‘The sergeant ended by again urging 
publicity that would bring in more reports 
of rape. Their procedure, he explained, 
was different from anywhere else. Because 
the “young ladies” might be embarrassed 
to talk to a man, they had a policewoman 
(the only policewoman on the Cambridge 
force) who was assigned to interview rape 
victims. “She knows the questions to ask: 
Was there an unnatural act committed? 
What did he say? So the girls don’t have 
to worry, it won’t cause them any em- 
barrassing moments.” Moreover, it was 
possible for the police to request a closed 
hearing of the case “to save the young 
lady further embarrassment,” although, 
of course, the request might ‘be denied. 

There seem to be at least three morals 
to be drawn from this unhappy tale. 

First, there is again the general, ob- 
vious, and ugly point that exceptionally 
brutal and degrading crimes of violence 
continue to take place against women. 
Certain men appear to be possessed by an 
obsessive hatred of women and a driving 
need to overpower and humiliate them. 
Not nearly enough is being done — if 
anything is — to deter the perpetrators of 
these crimes or to protect women from 
them. It seems incredible that it was 
possible for a women of 65 to be raped by 


the same man on two separate occasions, 
and for another apartment in the same 
building to be broken into on yet a third 
occasion. 

Second, it seems important that ac- 
curate information on what is going on be 
made available to the public, information 
that is neither exaggerated nor un- 
derplayed. In this case, the cagy evasions 
and denials of the police and the press 
must in large part be held responsible for 
the inflated rumors that spread uncheck- 
ed through the community. 


Finally, I like to think of Susan 
Wilsons story as an exemplary tale. 
Several factors were present that made 
her in the end a victor instead of a victim: 

-one, she knew how to defend herself 
physically — and this is a clear case where 
a knowledge of self-defense was of crucial 
help to a women in a real crisis; two, she 
was not afraid; three, there were concern- 
ed neighbors across the street who came 
to her assistance. 


The final word from the police is that 
they now suspect that the rapist has mov- 
ed his area of operations to the Fresh 
Pond area, where several attacks on 
women have taken place recently. 

The Rape Crisis Center in Cambridge is 
organizing women to respond to these at- 
tacks. All women re invited to a meeting 
at the Cambridge Women’s Center, 46 
Pleasant St, at 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday 
June 27th. The phone number of the Rape

has been put in charge of Walpole and is 
once again limiting access to the prison, 
that instead it saves its rancor, its energy 
and its front page column inches for the 
few inmates who escape while on 
furlough. 

But in a sense that’s no more unfair 
than the process by which most of the 
prisoners ended up behind bars, a process 
which singles out the poor and other 
powerless minorities while it leaves un- 
punished guards who routinely beat 
prisoners. The violence inside the prisons 
is many faceted, psychological as well as 
physical.: 

Charlie Crafts told me of a prisoner who 
was informed casually three days after his 
daughter’s death and after the funeral 
that she had popped off. The prisoner 
went wild. Guards rushed his cell, clubb- 
ed him, maced him and threw him into 


“the blue room” (a tiled empty cell). And 
they reported another inmate had freaked 
out and had to be subdued. A different 


‘story, in last week’s newspaper, the same 


week Boone was fired, makes the same 
point. A Massachusetts banker convicted 
of embezzling $8.1 million, sentenced to 
four years with parole effective. im- 
mediately. Charlie Crafts was sentenced 
to four years and served every day of the 
sentence. Not that the banker should be 
thrown into Walpole. It wouldn’t do him 
any more good than it did Charlie. 

“People have a very fucked up idea of 
what goes on in a prison,” Crafts says. 
“There’s more to that prison wall than ce- 
ment and electric wire. It is a political 
wall of lies between the inmates and the 
people outside.” 

Take the last year of crisis at Walpole, a 
year which began St. Patrick’s day 1972 
and eventually led to Boone’s dismissal. 
The March 17 disturbances, according to 
Lou Brin, were in fact instigated by the 


guards who ran out of the prison yelling . 


“race riot.” The level of fear and paranoia 
runs very high in a prison, especially at 


Walpole where as Charlie puts it “the air 
is always crackling.” It takes little to start 
a panic. 

~Or better, here is an account of the 
latest troubles at Walpole last month, the 
immediate cause for, Boone’s dismissal. 
The following was written by John 
Roberts, an observer for Mass. Civil 
Liberties Union newspaper, The Docket. 
It’s worth quoting at length. 

“For nine weeks (from the March day 
the guards walked out til May) the 
prisoners kept things together within the 
walls of Walpole. The violence which had 
preceded the (guards’) strike was 
dramatically curtailed. Observers roamed 
the. cell blocks. The prisoners had 
everything to gain by keeping their cool. 
For nine weeks they did a fantastic job. 

“On the other hand the guards had 
much to lose. They had made their 
threats, had walked out, and in a sense 
were kept out for nine weeks. No one mis- 
sed them much. 

“Meanwhile the political gaming went 
on. A bill to transfer the Department of 
Corrections from the Secretariat of 


Human Services to the Secretariat of 
Public Safety came into political focus. 


‘Besides transferring corrections from the 


rehabilitative arm of government to the 
“law and order” arm of government, it 
would also grant the guards more fringe 
benefits including a fatter pension 
program (which many feel is the real 
issue}. 

“With so much to gain by the inmates 
in keeping the prison cool, and so much to 
lose if the pri “went up” again, how 
can the May Wire explained? 

“It i*a nagging question haunting 
many people, but a review of some of the 
events of the evening of May 18 and mor- 
ning of May 19 certainly lead one to 
believe that the prisoners were baited and 
the bait was taken. The riot was a set up. 

“Observers in the prison that Friday 
evening report that the prison was calm 
until Superintendent Waitkevick cir- 
culated a flyer that a shakedown (search) 
of cells was to begin the following Mon- 
day. Contrary to virtually all the news 
reports, the men were not upset at the an- 
nouncement of a shakedown (they had 
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expected one), but were upset because 
their elected representative body, the 
National Prison Reform Association, had 
arrived at an agreement that the next 
shakedowri’ would proceed with one of 
their members and. an observer present 
during the shakedown. No such provision 
was included in the plans for the 
shakedown. The prisoners were 
_ angered because visits were to be stopped 
until after the shakedown, and the par- 
ticularly obnoxio m was to be 
reinstituted as the guar ere re- 
admitted to the cell blocks. A meeting of 
the inmate population was called by the 
NPRA Board. The prisoners decided that 
they could not go along with the 
shakedown as outlined, sought un- 
successfully to negotiate with the 
Superintendent and decided they would 
peacefully demonstrate by not going into 
their cells at the 10:30 lock-up. 
“Interestingly, the memo which an- 
nounced the shakedown and the re- 
admittance of the guards to the cell 
blocks after a nine week absence came 
when John Boone was out of town. 
“During that Friday evening there was 
_ some destruction in two cell blocks as in- 
mate anger grew. They felt betrayed. 
“By 11:00 P.M. the prison was calming 


down, and it appeared the demonstration 
had run its course. Then suddenly, shortly 
after midnight, and for no apparent 
reason, the Observer shift coordinator was 
told by the guards in inner control that 
the Observers were being ordered out of 
the prison. Superintendent Waitkevich 
told the Observer coordinator that they 
were ordered out of the prison because 
there had been destruction to state 
property and he had called the State 
Police. This move shocked the Observers 
because as they later reported, “The 
prison was as quiet as a morgue.” Only a 
few inmates were moving about the 


prison. 

“Suddenly about 2:00 A.M., without 
any warning, the gates were shut between 
the minimum and maximum security 
areas of the prison for the first time in 


over nine weeks. This meant that the. 


prisoners who had been free to move 
between these areas could not now get 
back to their cells. With the rumors 
building about the State Police coming, 
panic set in. To be caught out of your cell 
with heavily armed State Police coming 


could be fatal. The inmates began. 
screaming at the guards in inner control 


to open the gates to allow prisoners to 
return to their cells. They were ignored, 


and shortly after the guards completely 
abandoned inner control. prisoners 
smashed through walls to get around the 
locked gates and thus were able to get 
back to their proper areas. Some guards 
returned and began shooting shot guns 
and pepper gas at the prisoners. 
Pandemonium reigned. At seven in the 
morning the State Police came in. 


“Once again the Press became the 
handmaiden of the prison administration 
and District Attorney George Burke. 
Estimates that the damage was in excess 
of two million dollars were released. 
Interestingly a million dollar estimate was 
released at 1:00 A.M. before the gates 
were_closed and the damage occurred. 
Pictures were taken of the debris without 
talking to the inmates, who later related 
to observers that the State Police ripped 
out, many of the cells ard threw down 
much of the property of the inmates from 
“ tiers when they went through the cell 

oc. 


-When Sargent said he fired Boone 
because the Commissioner “‘can no longer 
maintain a working chain of command,” 
the governor was understating the case. 
Boone never had a working chain of com- 
mand. He was given the governor's verbal 


support and very little else with which to 
do the job. ; 

At press time, Walpole inmates had 
been locked up for a week. According to 
the papers they've been allowed out for a 
shower once. Visiting privileges and the 
observer program have been drastically 


-reduced, furloughs completely canceled 


until further notice. There was talk of a 
massive ship-out of “trouble-makers” to 
other institutions including the infamous 
segregation unit at Bridgewater State 
Hospital which Sargent ordered closed 
almost two years ago as his first step 
towards reforming the prisons. All the in- 
mate leaders, the heads of the National 
Prisoners Rights Association credited 
with the almost superhuman achievement 
of keeping the place cool those nine weeks 
are in segregation units. Which, as Lou 
Brin points out, removes the reasonable 
prison leadership and leaves the inmates 
in the hands of the crazies. 

-Boone has said he’s going to stick 
around a while to make sure the victories 
he won are not cancelled out. Some 250 
people demonstrated in front of the State 
House in the rain last Tuesday to show 
continued public interest and pressure for 
prison reform. Sargent says he is still 
committed to reform. We shall see. 
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What Really Cost Rev. Alberts His Job?

If the issue cf a homosexual wedding 
was what cost the Rev. Dr. William B. 
Alberts his job, it was an issue deep in the 
subconscious of his fellow ministers. 

For the majority of the rainisters of the 
Southern New England Annual 
Conference of the United Methodist 
Church, the voted retirement of the Old 
West pastor was—in their conscious 
minds—decided upon because of a 
number of factors. 

For Bishop Edward G. Carroll, it was a 
multi-faceted issue, rooted in his concept 
of what the church should be. For Dr. 
Alberts, there was a central, but not a 
single issue, and his marriage of Bob 
Jones and Harry Freeman was not that 
issue. 

Any one of the issues could be lifted up 
ang defined as primary, depending on 


_ ong’s personal point of view, and a case 


ceuld be made to that end. This report, 
however, chooses to be more a chronicle 
than a conclusion. Becayse the difficulty 
in understanding the reasons behind the 
Alberts-Carroll dispute is that all parties 
have been firmly convinced of their 
wisdom and their love. 

I use the term “love” because it kept 
cropping up in the interviews I had with 


those at the conference June 8. The 
delegates, the bishop, the pastor, all felt 
they were doing a painful, but loving 
thing, and the reason for a lot of the pain 
was that all that “love” was a many 
splintered thing. 

Another reason for the pain and confu- 
sion of the Alberts affair was that the 
issues were different for the different par- 
ties. For Bishop Carroll, there were eight 
public and some still undisclosed private 
reasons why he felt he could not reappoint 
the Old West pastor. “No one (of the 
issues),” he told the delegates June 8, in 
the first public listing of the eight causes 
for non-reappointment, “has led me to my 
conclusion, but all combined in the same 
pastor have contributed to my 
judgment.” 

The bishops eight causes carefully 
avoided repeating his earlier allegation 
that Alberts was mentally “sick.” They 
were, in order: 

, Dr. Alberts’ public disclosure of con- 
fidences received while exercising his 
priestly function; Dr. Alberts’ apparent 
unwillingness ‘to offer himself without 
reservation to be appointed and to serve 
as his superiors in office may direct; Dr. 
Alberts’ apparent a to refrain from 


giving notoriety in the media to matters 
which, iri my judgment, involve personal, 
sensitive relationships.” 


Also, “Dr. Alberts’ voluntary estrange- 
ment from his wife; Dr. Alberts’ need for a 
Leave of Absence for an extended period 
due to exhaustion; Dr. Alberts’ solem- 
nization of an alleged ‘marriage’ between 
two males, contrary to my expressed 
desire that this ceremony not be 
characterized as a marriage; my percep- 
tion, based on communications with 
parishioners of the Old West Church, that 
Dr. Alberts has lost the confidence of a 
substantial portion of his- parish; Dr. 
Alberts’ apparent inability to work with 
— who disagree with his point of 


” 


“re Rev. Alberts, most-of the bishop’s 
reasons were “untrue.” “I never broke any 
confidences while exercising my priestly 
duties,” he said in an interview after the 
conference action. The “apparent un- 
willingness” to accept any appointment 
was not unwillingness, but a realistic view 
of the kind of ministry he performs, ac- 
cording to the Boston pastor. The use of 
the media Alberts considers a viable tool 
for ministry; the “leave of absence” 


referred to, Alberts pointed. out, came 
after three years of hard work at Old West 
with not enough staff. 

separation,” countered the pastor, 
“is none of his business.”’ The charge that 
his parishioners had “lost confidence’’ in 
him, said Dr. Alberts, was also untrue. It 
was true, he admitted, that the Old 
West’s pastor-parish relations committee 
(which is usually the liason with the 
church hierarchy on appointments) had 
voted, 5-4 not to ask for Alberts’ return. 
“But the next week (after that vote),”’ he 
declared, “the Administrative Board (the 
official governing board of the congrega- - 
tion) voted 17-11 to ask for my reappoint- 
ment, and the Council of Ministries 
(another local structure) had also asked 
for me to return. We’ve always had a split 
at Old West, but the majority of people 
are in favor of my returning.” 

Alberts also suggested that the gay 
marriage was not the real cause for his 
forced retirement, and in response to the 
bishop’s eight charge, observed that 
Bishop Carroll’s decision also reeked of 
the bishop’s not being able “to work with 
those who disagree with his point of 
view.” 

The real reason for the bishop’s deci- 
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sion, in Alberts’ words: “That out of his 
own inadequacies, he interpreted my act 
of conscience as an unforgiveable threat 
to his authority. And he was egged on by a 
majority of his cabinet (district 
superintendents) who were threatened by 
my ministry and the ministry of Old West 
Church.” 

For the conference Board of Ministry, 
which tried to act throughout as an in- 
termediary between their fellow pastor 
and the bishop, it was a case of trying to 
balance the two points of view and 
arrange an acceptable compromise. As 
the Rev. Oliver Drake, board chairman, 
put it, it was a case of trying to find the 
most loving and just decision in a painful 
dispute. 

None of the board members inter- 
viewed felt they were making a simple 
political choice between the bishop and 
-the pastor. “I think we decided the case 
on its merits,” asserted board member 
Rev. Hugh Miller. However, it was clear 
that had the board and conference taken 
any other course than the retirement or 
(the compromise) sabbatical, Bishop 
Carroll might have been forced to appoint 
a man he felt was “unappointable”—a 
most difficult situation for any ad- 
ministrator. 

The delegates themselves did not con- 
sider themselves “threatened” by the 
Alberts/Old West ministry, but it was 
clear that a majority disagreed with the 
style of that ministry. The Rev. Bradford 
Bryant, pastor of Boston’s Church of All 
Nations, was among the more articulate 
on that score. 

“I think the gay marriage was only the 
last straw,”’ he said. ““When he went to the 
media with his case, he has to accept 


responsibility for that. That story in the 
Globe last week (Alberts’ defense of the 
Jones-Freeman union) and all the other 
articles Bill has written—everyone of 
them is harranguing the church, pulling 
the church down around our ears. I 
happen to think that the church is 
healthier than that.” Rev. Bryant also 
observed that Old West is not the only 
church in the conference with a 
“missional” approach to social controver- 


sy. 

The above viewpoint—and it should be 
noted that there was a sizeable minority 
which voted against the retirement of 
Alberts—lends some credence to the 
observation of Bob Jones. Bob, who was 
not a delegate, but who was involved in 
the affair (he was one of the newlyweds 
and a staunch Alberts supporter), claim- 
ed the vote was a choice between two 
styles of ministry. 

“Many of the causes the bishop — 
as negative qualities,” Bob said, 
positive and necessary qualities when se 
consider the context of Bill’s ministry. 
Even at that, there are several pastors 
who could be ‘guilty’ of some of 
them—but Bill was the one who was 
retired.” ‘ 


Rebuttals 


Almost everyone, including Dr. Alberts 
and Bishop Carroll, seemed to agree that 
a sabbatical leave would have been a 
better solution, but the details of that 
compromise could not be worked out in 
time. Five days before the retirement 
vote, Alberts and Board of Ministry had 
agreed on an 11-point conditional sab- 
batical, which included a guarantee of a 


reappointment at year’s end and a salary 
for the sabbatical of some $18,500. When 
the bishop disagreed with the particulars 
of that plan, the board met again and 
voted to recommend a non-conditional 
sabbatical (with a grant of $4,000 plus) 
and no guarantee of reappointment. That 
proposal Alberts turned down, knowing 
the refusal would mean a recommenda- 
tion of retirement. At the time of this 
writing, a compromise sabbatical is still 
being sought. 

If that compromise is not possible, Dr. 
Alberts has said he will consider himself 
“resigned,”’ not “retired’’ from the 
ministry of the United Methodist Church. 
“I’m not resigning from the Ministry of 
the Church of Christ,”’ he stressed, “but 
from the United Methodist ministry.” 

The taking of the vote and attempt at 
compromise, however, is only part of the 
story. As Dr. Alberts told the delegates 
June 8; “I risked losing-everything on the 
conference floor. And I told my 
colleagues, if this conference decided to 
judge me as unappojintable, that judg- 
ment would stand in the eyes of the larger 
community as a judgment against this 
conference... 

Bishop Caroll, in an exclusive 
telephone interview, offered his rebuttal. 
“The public always looks on this as some 
big bad guy trying to hurt somebody.” 

“T’ve always hated bishops who talked 
about the parishes they had,”’ said Bishop 
Carroll. “But I’ve had significant 
parishes. My wires were tapped in New 
York because of certain connections I had 
with Communists. I’ve had ministers who 
have bucked the establishment and I’ve 
done my share of protesting. In the black 
church, we’ve had to deal with hard 


issues. We've even worked with the 
Muslims. So shy would I look upon Old 
West as a threat? I must have been a 
threat to Bill.” 

Bishop Carroll sees the church as a 
pluralistic institution, with many views 
represented — but as an institution which 
operates within an established, or given 
framework. ““What good,” he asked, “‘is it 
to have homosexuals or innovative 
worship or controversial programs if the 
rest is not there too?” 

Unfortunately, in the Alberts case, the 
bishop’s formula has not seemed to be 
workable. Nor has Alberts’ more confron- 
tatory and prophetic approach. And it is 
apparent that the battle is not over — 
despite the conference vote — there is the 
possibility of further civil and 
ecclesiastical court disputes between the 
parties concerned. 

The Administrative Board of Old West 
Church has voted, 19-3, to refuse both the 
bishop’s interim and permanent ap- 
pointments. The grounds given, that the 
bishop violated ecclesiastical procedure in 
not consulting fully with the con- 
gregation’s pastor-parish relations com- 
mittee before making the appointments. 
Last Thursday, there was an open 
meeting of the bishop, the district 
superintendent, the church committee, 
and other interested parties. 

As Dr. Alberts considers taking the 
bishop imto civil court in a possible 
slander suit, there is also a possibility of 
other charges — ecclesiastical ones — be- 
ing laid against the bishop. And no matter 


what may happen in those courts, the 


issue may continue to burn within the 
church — for reasons noted at the begin- 
ning of this article.

The guards’ chief weapon was the 
media, particularly The Boston Herald 
American. From “, one of Boone’s 
tenure, the Herald’s editggial policy vis-a- 
vis the corrections com ioner spilled 
over into the news columns. Féaby the 
guards, the paper ran story after story on 
Boone — some accurate but overblown, 
some inaccurate and overblown. A while 
back the paper ran a column by New York 
Times writer Tom Wicker which — in its 
original-form — praised Boone and his 
work. The Herald began by cutting out 
all the “Mr.’s” before Boone’s name. 
They then cut out the most favorable 
references to Boone and put a misleading 
headline on the piece. 

The rest of the media went “a play: 
ing follow-the-leader with the Hi 


Boone did not play the media game well. 
He was not cool under questioning. He did 
not have a press person although he was 
seeking one at the very end. By that time 
it was too late. The guards had taken over 
the-mass media by simply being the only 
source of inside information. That the in- 
formation was frequently distorted or 
patently untrue seemed to bother few 
re rs. - 

And there was the legislature. Boone 


was a handy target and the pols took full*- 


advantage of it. Few liberals spoke up for 
the embattled commissioner when he 
needed it most, perhaps because they 
were afraid of going down with the ship. 
The press was dominated by the shrill 
pronouncements of Boone opponents. 
The ex-commissioner is not entirely 
blameless in all this. He did not do some 
things well. He did not work well with the 
press. He was not an office/paper man 
and had no one on his staff who was. He 
realized the danger to him in the Walpole 
situation too late. He trusted some men, 
like former Walpole Superintendent Ray- 


mond Porelle, too much. 
Nonetheless, Boone was a victim of the 
very system he tried to change. The 
guards were used to a certain way of doing 
things. They wanted no-part of a better 
way. The cons, at least those who 
dominate the prisons, would have lost 
control of the institutions if Boone’s plans 
had gone through. These gangs were 
probably responsible for much of the 
violence that took place, particularly at 
Walpole. The media and the pols, who 
were not-eatered to by Boone, fell in line 
with the guards and those other correc- 
tions department employees who viewed 
Boone as an intrusion on their turf. 

The departure of John Boone leaves 
correctional reform and the entire system 
in a state of flux. By sending the State 
Police into Walpole, Sargent has rein- 
forced the notion that prisons should be 
under the Public Safety Department in- 
stead of the Human Services wing of the 
administration. If such a move is made, it 
will forever stamp corrections as a system 
of confinement and punishment instead 


of rehabilitation. Any new commissioner 


may roll back the reforms made by Boone 
and such worthy projects as the co-ed ex- 


periment at Framingham and the furlough 


system may be irretrievably lost. 

Most importantly, this incident has 
created an atmosphere where reform may 
be impossible for years‘ to come, The 
governor is going to think carefully before 
appointing another John Boone. Any new 
commissioner will look at what happened 
to his predessor and probably choose not 
to buck the guards’ union. And the 
public, who have seen in print and on 
television only the guards’ view of the 
situation, now has a distorted picture of 
what reform could mean to the state. 

The facts of the John Boone story do 
not paint a pretty picture. Racism, an 
irresponsible or lax press, ‘dimanamenyy 
from state legislators, a weak governor 
and a vindictive, corrupt union are not 
pretty things. Although he is the sort of 
man who does not think this way, John 
Boone is damn lucky to be out of this ugly 
mess.

It’s no longer a crime to be drunk in 
public. The new Comprehensive 
Alcoholism Act, which went into effect 
Sunday, July 1, says that the public in- 
toxicant will no longer be hauled away by 
police, arrested, booked, and put in jail. 
He’ll be treated. 

Some 60,000 to 65,000 persons are 
arrested each year in Massachusetts for 
drunkenness. About 60 percent of the 
needed facilities are now ready for use, in- 
cluding twelve centers for detoxification, 
thirty half-way centers and some 300 beds 
in twenty out-patient clinics throughout 
the state according to Dr. Edward 
Blacker, director of the public health 
department’s division of alcoholism. 

Under the new law, police can choose to 
escort the intoxicated person home, take 
him into custody for up to twelve hours, or 
take him to an alcohol treatment facility. 
Dr. Blacker hopes for a comprehensive 
network of services to be ready by next 
year at this time, but says the needed 
funds will have to be appropriated in next 
year’s budget. “I’m fairly confident that 
the legislature will recognize the problem 


and provide the necessary additional 
funds for the program,” Dr. Blacker said. 


‘One problem with the new law is the 


fact that each town has to provide 
transportation for the alcoholic to the de- 
toxification center. Location of the 
centers was determined by the highest 
number of arrests for public drunkenness, 
but obviously there will be a transporta- 


tion problem for the police in areas other — 


than the following where centers have 
been established: Lynn (20 beds), 
Lawrence (22 beds), Pocasset (21 beds), 
Quincy (20 beds), Kenmore Square (20 
beds), Springfield (30 beds), and 
Brockton (20 beds). 

Police have expressed concern that 


‘areas already under-policed will suffer if 


officers have to make long trips to escort 
alcoholics to centers where they can be 
cared for. 

Three other centers will be funded 
federally: in Boston’s South End (75 
beds), in Lowell (15 beds), and in 
Worcester (32 beds). The Dorchester- 
South Boston area and the Fall River- 
New Bedford area are slated next for ad- 


ditional de-toxification centers. 

Another stumbling block in the new 
alcoholism act may be the cost. For a 20- 
bed de-tox unit, managed by registered 
nurses, an annual budget of $225,000 is 
minimal. Thén there’s the cost of a con- 
sulting physician, required bv the state, 
who would prescribe medication and 
treatment to those already under care, 
and the medical back-up support of at 
least one general hospital. 


Whatever the problems with ad- 
ministrating the new laws regarding treat- 
ment of alcoholics, it’s a step in the right 
direction to recognize the alcoholic as a 
person with a physical or psychological 
problem, not a criminal put immediately 
in the category of social outcast. Governor 
Sargent has called the law “one of the 


‘most important pieces of social legislation 
ever enacted in ‘the Commonwealth. 


Brown Dragnet 


The American Civil Liberties Union 
has filed suit against the U.S. Im- 
migration and Naturalization Service 
in an effort. to halt its dragnet 
procedures used against people of 
Latin American appearance. 

The suit charges that the Immigra- 
tion Service in southern California has 
been rounding up and questioning peo- 
ple who are suspected of being illegal 
aliens. The suit states that the only 
basis to justify the rounding up, con- 
finement and questioning of people is 


the color of their skin. The A.C.L.U. 
said that hundreds of American 
citizens and legal aliens with brown 
skin have been arrested and harassed 
under the Immigration Department 
policy. 


According to affadavits filed with 
the suit, the dragnet policy began last 
May 23 — and has been a continuing 
source of “intimidation, harassment 
and physical and mental torment” 
against brown skinned people.

While the rest of the world amused 
itself by watching the John Dean Show 
and seeing Leonid Breznhev hoisted off 
his feet by the only man ever to play foot- 
ball for Holy Cross, baseball for the 
Dodgers, and basketball for the Celtics, 
Soxwatchers, as they’re now known in 
these parts, saw their team go through a 
week they might as well have not 
bothered to play.

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dugout and in the field — is another 
matter entirely. In the second game 
Saturday against the Orioles, with the 
score tied 1-1 in the 10th, he sauntered.

°Teachers and other employees did feel 
pressure to buy testimonial tickets. Other 
teachers would testify, Doherty told the 
commission, but feared for their jobs. 

°Promotions are—at the very least in 
the minds of department employees—tied 
into the purchase of testimonial tickets. 

°School facilities, the offices of com- 
mittee members, and the schools 
themselves, were used to raise political 
money in clear violation of the law. 

°Threats were used against several 
teachers who balked at buying tickets 
and, in the cases of Pirrone and 
Rosengard, there were apparently 
reprisals. 

Despite all this testimony, the Fin Com 
probe has had a hard time getting the sort 
of publicity it deserves, Commission 
member Henry Wynn, a close friend of 
some committeemen, has constantly 
attempted to undercut the investigation by 
loudly labelling it a ‘“‘smear” campaign 
and denouncing the testimony as “‘hear- 
say.”’ Almost as much newspaper space 
has been given to Wynn’s charges as to 
the evidence being presented. The Globe 
is clearly strapped for space these days 
and it was not until the fourth day of the 
hearings that the dominant paper in 
Boston found room on the front page for a 
Fin Com story. Some of the most damning 
testimony, notably the story told by 
David Rosengard, has been buried by 
Watergate and events on Beacon Hill. 
The Herald has played down the story, 
headlining the report on one day’s 
testimony: ‘Fund Raising Evidence 
Weak.” 


More To Come 


The Fin Com continues to gnaw away 
at, however, the guts of the political 
money game in the Boston schools. There 
is much yet to come including testimony 
on kickbacks from groups like the janitors 
and the truant officers, no-bid contracts 
and some comparisons betwen what the 
School Committeemen reported as cam- 
paign income, what they raised at 
testimonials and what they listed with the 
Internal Revenue Service as personal in- 
come. 

Compared to some of the money rais- 
ing tricks pulled by the powers on Beacon 
Hill, this school committee stuff is strictly 
nickels and dimes. The thousands raised 
for the committeemen seem like small 
potatoes when put up against the hun- 
dreds of thousands raised by governors 
and key legislators. 

What should be remembered, though, 
is that this particular money racket in- 
volves the policy-making body for schools. 
If school committeemen are more 
wrapped up in money raising than educa- 
tion, it is the Boston kids who suffer. If 
school employees feel pressured and get 
the feeling politics takes precedence over 
education, it is the Boston kids who suf- 


fer. 

Perhaps the dirt uncovered by the Fin 
Com will eventually begin to attract the 
attention of Boston voters. This is not 
assured and revelations in the past have 
often failed to dislodge incumbents from 
office. That is perhaps what is most 
depressing about these hearings: the 
thought that - after all this testimony - 
nothing will change.

THE FRIENDS OF EDDIE 
COYLE. Directed by Peter Yates. 
Produced by Paul Monash. 
Screenplay by Monash, b/o the novel 
by George V. Higgins. Director of 
Photography: Victor J. Kempter.

This is an exceptionally good screen 


_ adaptation of an exceptionally filmworthy 


novel, but it’s bound to upset some expec- 
tations. For one thing, it’s good — very 
good — and that’s sure to surprise any 
close followers of director Peter Yates’ 
previous career (his most recent opus was 
The Hot Rock, his most famous was 
Bullitt). And, for another, it’s proof that 
you don’t have to resort to violent tactics 
to make a potent hoodlum picture. The 
Friends of Eddie Coyle is essentially a 
tragedy, and it’s all the more moving for 
the unexpected impotence which seems to 
plague its central characters. 

“The stocky man” to whom the title 
refers, for non-devotees of Higgins’ novel, 
is a small time gun-runner who inevitably 
gets in over his head, and who winds up 
paying the general price of his non- 
specific crime. And Robert Mitchum’s 
Eddie is the film’s most exciting sarprise 
— this certainly stands as a landmark in 
Mitchum’s career, no matter how much 
he’d care to deny it. Eddie is a vague 
figure in the novel, one whom Higgins 
deliberately avoids describing in any 


_detail, and Mitchum responds to that 


vagueness by turning Eddie into a 
genuine nobody, a sad and wholly un- 
glamorous figure who makes virtually no 
impact on the world around him. Eddie 
is, literally, just the tiniest cog in a great 
malfunctioning machine, and the only 
time anyone’s ever interested in his 
whereabouts is when they think he may 
be up to some trouble. And if he weren’t 
making trouble, we sense, nobody’d be in- 
terested in him at all. 

Mitchum’s Eddie dominates the film in 
his absolute shabbiness, but there are two 
supporting performances that very nearly 
upstage him. Richard Jordan, as a two- 
timing police agent, is just superb, with 
the ironies of his role standing out as the 
best thing about the film; Jordan is es- 
pecially impressive in this seamy milieu 
since most of his previous experience has 
been with more classical material. And 
Steven Keats, as Eddie’s up-and-coming 
contact, is both quintessential punk and 
quintessential sucker, and he’s fine in 
both capacities. He’s got the picture’s 
best line, too: ‘Life’s hard, man — but it’s 
harder when you’re stoopid!” 

Yates direction is too tight to ever get 
flashy, and he’s at his best when he just 
confines himself to the matters at hand. 
His bank robbery sequences are pretty 
much flawlessly executed, but relatively 
predictable in line with his past work; 
what’s more surprising is how well he 
works with actors here,.and how aptly he’s 
able to bring out — and not milk — Ed- 
die’s pathos. He and Monash have made a 
few curious changes from the original 
story, like shuffling around the cir- 
cumstances which trigger Eddie’s demise, 
and cutting out the film’s only real 
references to women and blacks, but it’s 
to their credit that their version of the 
story holds together (although, again, 
fans of the novel may be somewhat taken 
aback by the alterations). What they 


seem to have been after was a strong sense _ 


of atmosphere rather than an overblown 
drama, and at least they got what they 


wanted in the first départment. Eddie - 


Coyle ought to strike a particularly reso- 
nant chord among Boston audiences, who 
will doubtless spend much of the film’s 
100 minutes poking one another, whisper- 
ing ““There’s the Common! There’s Bobby 
Orr!” and so forth. For the benefit of 
anyone who’s really interested in local 
detail, watch that first scene in Dillon 
(Peter Boyle)’s bar — not only can you see 
our office out the window, but a writer, 
whose piece about being an extra in this 
film, was published in the Phoenix, is 
right in the middle of things, nursing a 
beer. (He's wearing a yellow jacket.)

JESUS CHRIST SUPERSTAR.

Nothing personal, Norman Jewison, 
but I have the feeling this particular 
property out-grooved its usefulness a long 
time ago. And if the Gospel According to 
St. Longhair is no longer a particularly 
viable religious renovation, all Superstar 
is really left with is songs, action, frenzy, 
and lots of odd little incongruities. Not 
many laughs, but I guess that’s because 
it’s still supposed to be a serious subject. 

This is a very frenetic, bouncy produc- 
tion and, to its credit, certain members of 
the cast are exceptionally gifted (like 
Yvonne Elliman), and do very well in 
their pious-but-snazzy roles. Jewison’s 
direction concentrates mainly on keeping 
the energy level as consistently high as 
possible, and his methods involve lots of 
quick cuts, freezing his dancers in midair, 
setting them against dramatic desert 
backdrops, and occasionally having large 
props (i.e. tanks) appear out of veritable 
midair. There’s also: some very lively, 
eccentric costume design in evidence (I’ve 
never seen anyone look quite so nasty as 
Jesus’ enemies do here), and lots of good 
choreography — and the end result is one 
of seemingly endless distraction. You’d 


' better know your Good Book before you 
start trying to follow this operetta’s © 


plotline, or else you may wind up having 
to take all this literally. And I’m not sure 
what the literal sense of having Jesus 
wreak vengeance on an unassuming rack 
of picture - postcards is supposed to be. 

In short, this production is intended 
primarily for audiences familiar with 
either the stage production or the album; 
Jewison et al. apparently felt very little 
need to make any concessions to un- 
initiates. So, since it’s all a bit hard to 
follow the first time around, one is left 
with a curious sense of abstraction, of 
visual energy expended to no apparent 
purpose, and of a lot of good musical 
talent drifting through limbo, without 
any coherent form to tie it all together. 
It’s still an exciting production, in its own 
way, but in the main it’s a meaningless 
one, and regrettably devoid of the wit that 
might have carried it over the top. After 
all, if Jesus can be made to appear as un- 
prepossessing as Ted Neeley, nothing is 
sacrilege any more. 

I do have the feeling, though, that 
devotees of the orginal production (or 
even of the original) may find Jesus Christ 
Superstar a good deal more interesting 
than I do, since at the very least it’s quite 
a high-strung novelty item (and miles 
ahead of Godspell, for anyone interested

in making the comparison). I had a math 
professor in college, for instance, who was 
tremendously respectable within the con- 
fines of his field, but who also wanted to 


branch out and see what the kids were do- ' 


ing. He loved the album, and the last time 
I saw him he couldn’t wait to see the 
whole thing on Broadway. I have the feel- 
ing he’s going to dig the movie, and I 
respect him too much not to try and un- 
derstand his potential reasons for liking 
it. I guess it must be that this, like Fiddler 
On The Roof, is the kind of basic material 
that people can not only appreciate, but 
also love. Norman Jewison is rapidly 
becoming a master technician with such 
vehicles. — Janet Maslin 


THE HIRELING. Directed by Alan 
Bridges. Screenplay by Wolf

It is hard sometimes, in this age of un- 
dergraduate exoticism, to imagine that 
sex used to bump its head pretty hard 
against the strictures of class. D.H. 
Lawrence had no doubts ‘which would 
prevail. L.P. Hartley, a more minor 
lapidary writer, had quite a few and came 
to the conclusion that sex invariably 
floundered in doubt. Hartley’s stance is 
certainly justifiable literature, but un- 
derstandably it makes for less action 
onscreen, and it is this deliberate pace 
and restraint of event that may make The 
Hireling less than engrossing viewing for 
many. 

The story of a highly strung young 
woman, distraught over the sudden death 
of her prestigious husband, who involves a 
hired chauffeur until he destroys himself 
for love of her isn’t made the subject of 
particularly grand passions, but rather an 
elaborating pattern of frustration of 
desire, and of teasing conventions rather 
than flaunting them, the better to affirm 
their intractable force over the lives of the 
characters. 

Wolf Mankiewicz’s screenplay finds 
more comfort in the vulgar than the 
delicate, which reverses Hartley's field 
somewhat. Alan Bridges, the director. 
manages some very effective dramatic 
moments — more often, his adaptation of 
television shooting techniques (overuse of 
conventional cross-cutting, and un- 
necessarily assertive angles to balance 
them off) drain any visual interest from 
the proceedings. 

However, Bridges has done remarkable 
work with his two leads, Sarah Miles and 
Robert Shaw, Shaw particularly cryptic 
in his freak forcefulness. Miles is equally 
effective, except for an early crying jag 
that no kindly director would have forced 
to her to play so badly for a heartless 
camera. The rest of the time I could well 
understand why Shaw might toll over. 
paws in the air, for her. The supporting 
cast is a good deal sloppier, although. 
decked out with an appropriate American 
accent, Peter Egan would be an ad- 
mirably unctuous choice to play John W. 


Dean III. 


For all its faults, The Hireling has con- 
siderable respect for the emotions in- 
volved, even if its message, never par- 
ticularly startling, has grown attentuated 
beyond any relevance today. Perhaps a 
more elliptical approach, such as that 
employed by Pinter and Losey in The (o- 
Between (also trom Hartley), might have

‘DILLINGER. Directed and written 


by John Milius. With Warren Oates, 
Ben Johnson, Michelle Phillips, 
Cloris Leachman.

As the age gets moderner and 
moderner, it gets harder and harder to tell 
the same old stories with precisely the 
same straight face as before. John Milius, 
highly aware of genre conventions in the 
gangster film, accordingly tells his rendi- 
tion of the Dillinger saga in terms of film- 
making of the seventies (with the 
necessary revisionist nod to period). 
Milius seems a good deal less aware that 
his own attitudes are pretty shopworn. So 
what we get is a straight story told clear, 
with some understanding and savvy, and 
what we don’t get is anything ap- 
proaching a new perspective on an old, old 
subject. 

The action throughout is crisply con- 
vincing, the bloodletting among the most 
plausible in recent films. The screenplay 
is far more historically accurate than 


other versions (barring provisions for 
more shootouts than actually occurred). 
Milius permits Melvin Purvis and the F. 
B. I. to be portrayed in fundamentally un- 
sympathetic light, and gives the account 
additional texture by having Ben Johnson 
(as Purvis) narrate in traditional G-man 
fashion. The contrast between the usual 
narrative method and the different 
stance on the subject matter gives the 
somewhat rambling scenario a good dose 
of inherent tension. 

The near-perfect casting pays 
dividends throughout, with Oates un- 
usually sure in the lead role and former 
singer Michelle Phillips surprisingly 
effective as Dillinger’s part-Indian com- 
panion. Yet for all the talent evident in 
the film, it never gets much past its life as 
an attractive artifact of commerce. Or- 
dinarily you can’t ask for anything more, 
but with as twice-told a tale as this, less , 
hardened moviegoers might prefer 
something stronger.

The last of the seemingly endless 
““Apes”’ series is at best a mildly pleasing 
curiosity, and at worst a rather lame 
juvenile programmer. The newest in this 
series continues to beat into the ground 
what was once an intriguing post-nuclear 


war premise. Having survived the nuclear 
holocaust that closed out Conquest of the 
Planet of the Apes, Roddy McDowall and 
company construct a small isolated rural 
community, complete with cerebral 
orangutans, militant gorillas and socially 
inferior homo sapiens. Ape-human 
hostilities flare up when nuclear mutant 
humans living underneath the ruins of 
Los Angeles discover apes prowling 
around their wasted city. The radiation 
having twisted their minds in addition to 
pockmarking their complexions, these 
mutants immediately decide to take arms 
and obliterate the much more fortunate 
Ape City. The consequent confrontation 
between apes and mutant humans is, ac- 
cording to the advertisements, ‘‘the most 
suspenseful showdown ever filmed”, and 
is dramatically the film’s raison d’etre. 

The battle itself, hardly the 
cataclysmic event the ads make it out to 
be, is a sequence of interest because of its 
intentionally tattered nature. The in- 
vading humans advance towards the ape 
village of huts and lean-tos transported by 
dilapidated army jeeps, a clanking yellow 
school bus and a rusting ‘62 Chevy. Those 
on foot, their endurance severely 
attenuated by radiation, totter along with 
guns in hand, dropping limply to the 
ground when shot, their deaths appearing 
to be acts of euthanasia rather than 
valiant sacrifices of combat. The overall 
impact is convincingly apocalyptic. There 
is, however, little emotional involvement 
mustered beforehand, due to the labored 
and hackneyed nature of the film’s con- 
tent, to make the violent conchusion truly 
successful in the cathartic sense in which 
it was apparently intended. 

Director J. Lee Thompson, after his 


enormously successful Guns of Navarone 
in 1961 and his disastrous Mackenna’s 
Gold of 1969, has now been relegated to 
the B - level, working usually on Ape 
movies or TV. In his latest effort, Thomp- 
son seems to have handled what must 
have been a project of restricted budget 
quite efficiently and slickly, but there is 
little of the imagination and verve 
necessary to make the movie work on the 
juvenile level, which seems to be what it 
was geared for. Some momentum is built 
in the climactic battle, but then the only 
emotional pay-off is the sight of a ‘62 
Chevy going up in flames. Thrills like that 
you can catch during an hour’s drive on 
the Mass Pike. In general, were it not for 
the still occasionally outrageous premise — 
of mentally advanced apes, I am sure 
there would have been many more nod- 
ding heads in the Saxon’s rather scattered 
audience.

BEHIND THE GREEN DOOR

Behind the Green Door, the first really 
hard-core opus to legitimately open in 
Boston, is rather bad, as film. It’s certain- 
ly more advanced technically than the 
stag films we used to see at parties, only 
that’s rather analogous to contending that 
flatworms are closer to man in the 
evolutionary scale than the amoeba. 
There is some foreplay at a plot (a greasy 
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spoon shot out of Vivre sa Vie, and a not- 
bad Italian joke). 1 suppose the audience 
needs a premise in order to get in the 
mood: here a girl is kidnapped in order to 
be thoroughly done over for a sex show 
crowd. Clearly, her cup runneth over. 

First she is massaged and stimulated by 
a team of lubricious women to the ac- 
cumulating delight of the gallery. Then 
she is fucked efficiently by an awesomely 
accoutered black man in Jjungie garb. 
Finally, in a spectacular finale, one fellow 
goes down on her while three others, 
suspended from trapeze swings, are 
attended to by her, left-handed, right- 
handed, and center (orally). It’s 
something to see, anyhow. Then the 
movie goes a bit arty, using solarized slow 
motion shots of an ejaculating penis and 
an awaiting mouth repeated over and 
over. That got to be very boring. There 
was some “‘fantasized”’ sex later on, in the 
mind of a truck driver on the road (I 
wouldn’t give a dime for his insurance 
rating), which reminded me at last, for all 
the artifice, of those old stag films. 

The women throughout are passive, 
although so, for that matter, are the men 
— the black fellow seems perfect for a 
dialogue bubble reading, “Well, it’s a liv- 
ing, anyway.” Eventually I began to 
realize that his passivity is a key conven- 
tion of the form, such as it is. If the In- 
dians in Stagecoach shot out the coach’s 
horses during the chase, there wouldn’t 
have been a Western. So, too, passive sub- 
mission is an indispensible element in 
hardcore porn. In fact, there’s even some 
Ford-type material, in which a woman ex- 
plains to the understandably confused 
kidnapped girl that she will learn to love 
it, in time — she had, the girls beforé her 
had, and the girls after her will. Sort of an 
oral tradition.

FUN AND GAMES. Written and 
Directed by Mervyn Nelson: Produc- 
ed by Marty Richards and Gill 
Champion; with David Drew and 
Alice Spivak.

Fun and Games is a sex satire with lit- 
tle humor and, enigmatically, almost no 
sex. The plot seems promising at first: a 
typical suburban middle aged couple find 
a copy of Screw accidently slipped 
between their New York Times and 


. Ladies Home Journal. They get turned on 


by the photos and place an ad in the next 
week’s swinging couples column. It all 
leads up to S & M parties where each par- 
ticipant dresses like a famous historical 
tyrant, and a metaphysical sex group who 
wear white robes and hypnotically chant 
“ORGASM”. 


The film is a tease. It’s X rating has 
been received for a few short throw-away 
shots of nude parties, showing brief 
moments of both male and female frontal 
nudity, but they are hardly titillating 
stuff. The film tries too hard at socially 
relevant comedy, lamely spoofing 
America’s current pornographic awaken- 


ing to sexuality, but doesn’t attempt to be 
erotic at all. (While the film’s only attrac- 
tive couple make love the camera focuses 
on our middle aged, fully clothed couple 
watching the proceedings.) But surbur- 
banites may identify with the lead couple, 
who decide finally that the swinging life is 
not for them. ‘“‘“Maybe someone up there 


doesn’t think we’re sexy,’ laments 
Harriet to Harold. It may be harder to be 
funny than sexy in films, but Fun and 
Games proves it can be damned difficult 
to be either. In Screw’s infamous Peter 
Meter, this one wouldn’t even register.

Andy

For the past three years, Andy Pratt 
has been an intriguing local rumor; hav- 


ing released in 1970 a Polydor album en- - 


titled Records Are Like Life, whose 5,000 
copies soon wound up in the grooveyard, 
appearing from time to time as sideman 
to local musicians, getting a rough tape of 
his broadcast for the past year-and-a-half 
by WBRU, Providence, to a city of 
enchanted listeners, and logging a 
fabulous number of hours recording his se- 
cond LP at Aengus Enterprises, the house 
and studio in Fayville which he partly 
owns. 

His elusive status was suddenly 
clarified with the release a couple of 
months ago of Andy Pratt (Columbia KC 
31722), the proclamation of a talent out of 
all proportion to its quiet musical begin- 
nings. Unlike Bonnie Raitt or J. Geils, 
who acquired performing experience and 
a regional following before they set foot in 
the studio, Andy has with little forewar- 
ning emerged with a full-blown command 
of the recording art. Last week, after a 
small number of gigs in New York, 
Providence and the Cape, Andy appeared 
in his hometown, heralded the way all 
returning heroes should be — with an AM 
hit shooting up the sky. ‘“Avenging An- 
nie,’’ despite its incipient backslide down 
certain charts it has not yet scaled, would 
in the best of all possible summers be 
1973's “‘Maggie May” — an anecdotal yet 
highly moralistic tale of vast energy and 
good humor. It seems to demonstrate that 
Pratt comprehends the singles form the 
way Mozart did the sonata. 

On “Avenging Annie’”’ Andy plays the 
Avenger herself, ‘‘because I was trying to 
be nice to the woman. That whole song 
was dug from somebody else’s point of 
view, but I was trying to get my licks in at 
the same time. I tend to do that in 
relationships — get off on how much the 


woman loved me, or feel sorry for her” — 
not so much to be narcissistic as to par- 
ticipate vicariously in another’s feelings. 
The ‘Pretty Boy Floyd” motif was in- 
spired by the Byrd’s version of that song. 
Once the role switch has been ac- 
complished, “Annie” is one of the most 
straightforward songs on the album. Most 
of the rest, however, in more tortured, less 


thematically resolved ways, also deal with 


the problem of stepping outside one’s per- 
sonality. Andy may euphorically recom- 
mend to ‘scream out ... your past 
loneliness,” ‘‘climb up your body” and 
return to infancy (on ‘Sittin’ Down in the 
Twilight”), or vow to “give it all to 
music”’ in the song of the same name. Or, 
less successfully he may ask, “Why am I 
so weak, why don’t I just speak, open up 
my beak” or in frustration cry, “Inside me 
wants out’’. Either way, the urge is not 
just to extricate the self but to dramatize 
it, which is what makes Andy the per- 
former. “Writing those songs was a big 
release for me; they let me get up and 
show off. It’s the inside me wanting to be 
“seen.” 

Underneath the gasping and Andy’s 
keening falsetto lie lean, deliberate yet 
idiosyncratic arrangements, in which 
Andy plays piano, bass and guitar. They 
are not the distillations Van Morrison’s 
are, but in their meticulousness (often 
with Van’s former drummer Rick Sclosser 
at the rudder) and in their experimenta- 
tion with vocals as sound, they seem to 
point in his direction. The self-absorption 
and vulnerability of the Pratt persona 
also recalls Neil Young. Andy attempts 
neither to promote frenzy, like Beefheart, 
nor isolate and control it, like James 
Taylor, but rather in the most methodical 
way to articulate it. The eight solid 
months of laying tracks with all the pur- 
posefulness of the Union Pacific were 
spent toward that end.

Unlike erstwhile locals Taylor, 
Morrison and even Raitt, Andy is a true 
native son, having been brought up in 
Cambridge, the offspring of the former 
headmaster of Browne and Nichols 
School, which Andy attended until the 
eighth grade. His literary studies at Har- 
vard, a serious if not consuming interest, 
helped lead to the formation of at least 
one ageless number, “The Deer 
Song,” more Siberian than northern New 
England in mood, and inspired by the 
Knut Hamsun novel, Pan. Andy had a few 
years of classical piano as a child, later 
learned to play Ventures-style lead guitar, 
today takes piano and voice lessions. In 


fact, to an extent the competitive im.- 
pulses with which he was inculcated in 
home and school, and which were part of 
the reason for his wanting to go to Har- 
vard, also touched his music. “The thing 
that makes me want to play is when I see 
other people play.” 


After college came Records Are Like 
Life, the master of which Pratt’s shrewd 
manager, Nat Weiss, has purchased from 
Polydor in order to avoid Polydor’s 
capitalizing on Andy’s Columbia success 
by re-releasing it. Now Pratt, Weiss and 
his producer, ex-Earth Opera John Nagy 
can decide what they wish to do with it — 


re-release it themselves, re-cut some of 
the songs, or forget about it. “It may be a 


. masterpiece, it may be swill,” ponders 


Andy’s road manager Buzzy. “Whatever 
it is, we own it.” 

Despite the strict upbringing of a head- 
master’s son, Andy was blessed and 
burdened by the conferral of great wealth, 
something which has dogged him 
throughout his life but which he finally 
seems reconciled to. In any case, he will 
admit that it has powerfully shaped his 
character. “I don’t think about it too 
much now, but money does seem like 
something which separates me from other 
people. It gives me a feeling of loneliness 
but also a feeling of power and 
specialness. . . It’s hard for me to trust 
people, because I think that everybody’s 
after my money, so it drives me back into 
my corner. It also leads me to get up on 
stage, to be the same elevated, powerful 
person who can communicate in that . 
way. 

Although Andy is primarily a creature 
of the studio, he and his band of four 
weeks managed to create a fair ap- 
proximation of his studio efforts at the 
Workshop. A few of his sidemen are 
primarily jazz-oriented, and for this 
reason do not constitute a permanent 
group, but Andy enjoys the unpredic- 
tability jazz players bring to his music. 
His gangly, bird-like figure hunched over 
the piano, his aviator specs always on the 
verge of sliding right off his nose, Andy 
opened with “Summer Summer,” made 
“Give It All to Music” more than ever a 
hymn, helped quite a lot in that by the 
beatific smiles on the faces of the back-up 
singers. Except for a tap on the piano 
when he sang the words “dark piano,” 
and snap of the jaw when he referred to 
the recalcitrance of his “beak,”” Andy was 
an earnest yet not overly poised per- 
former, making his songs do all the work. 

At the end of our interview the next 
afternoon, Andy, after having been 
startlingly unguarded in his responses, 
became struck with misgivings. He took 
hold of the tape recorder and began play- 
ing back the interview to see how he 
sounded. He soon rejoiced at the relative 
inaudibility of his soft voice: “Good, you 
can’t hear it.” It is this tension in his 
music between openness and _ intense 
privacy which makes Andy Pratt the most 
significant singer-songwriter to have 
emerged in a long time.

ROOMFUL OF BLUES 
At the Zircon, Brandy’s, Joe’s Place 


You walk into the musically renovated 
Brandy’s in Allston or the fashionably 
seedy Zircon on the Cambridge- 
Somerville line or, most recently, Joe’s 
Place in Cambridge, and are immediately 
confronted by an anomaly. The musicians 
onstage look like your average hippie 
bluesmen (except for the guitarist in the 
straw hat, who looks like a chubby Django 
Rheinhardt, but there is a _ three- 
saxophone horn section up front, and the 
music being played is Duke Ellington’s 
“Rocks in My Bed” or Louis Jordan’s 
‘‘Teardrops From My Eye’”’ or Joe 
Turner’s ‘Wee Baby Blues” or even “Fly- 
ing Home,” a piece guitarist Charlie 
Christian did with the Benny Goodman 
Sextet just before World War II. 

After a smooth, stylized vocal by the 
guitarist, Duke Robillard, altoist Rich 
Lataille takes over, offering a simplified 


bebop solo eschewing the sort of 32nd note 


flights Charlie Parker introduced to jazz: 


and concentrating instead on slowly 
developed witty blues improvisation. 
Tenor man Greg Piccolo, who is into the 
hard-edged work of ‘‘Red’’ Prysock, 
brother of Arthur, complements Lataille’s 
light touch with driving, guttural, behind- 
the-beat bursts using only one tone; 
moves onto funky territory for a while, 
and then climbs to the intense shrieks and 
wails he says were introduced, not by 
Coleman and Coltrane, but by the 
rhythm and blues saxophonists. All this is 
being done while couples attempt, 
sometimes with surprising success, to 
dance to the beat, firmly laid down by 
drummer John Rossi and bass guitarist 
Ed Parnigoni, which calls for the Lindy or 
the Jitterbug, rather than the Boogaloo. 

Occasionally pianist Al Copley, who 
augments the ensemble sound with rich, 
constantly shifting voicings, will take a 
Monk-ish solo, throwing in odd, startling 
note clusters, challenging the strict’ 4/4 
beat. Then Duke Robillard, the musical 


leader of the band and the person most 
responsible for the unique direction its 
music has taken, takes his turn on guitar. 

Beginning, as Greg Piccolo does, with 
behind-the-beat licks which tease the 
tempo, creating a feel which is 
characteristic of good early and middle- 
period rhythm and blues, he gradually 
starts to insert Charlie Christian-style 
arpeggios, witty musical asides culled 
from other, well-known pieces, and pier- 
cing three-string chords played high on 
the guitar neck. He generally solos for a 
good long stretch, improvising with . 
perfect flow, rhythmic fastidiousness, 
constant invention and with a sense of 
drama and balance which has made him 
the number one topic of conversation 
among other guitarists in this area. And, 
it should be noted, like all good art, his 
solos and the over-all playing of his band, 
Roomful of Blues, appeal to both 
aficionados and the general bar-going 
public. 

Roomful of Blues hails from Westerly, 
Rhode Island, which is where most of its

members grew up, and has been around 
for quite a while, though not in its current 
form. About three years ago Robillard, 
who had, like everyone else, been into 
Chicago blues, happened upon a record 
by the Buddy Johnson Orchestra, one of 
the last big rhythm and blues bands, and 
it changed his musical life. Trading in his 
Gibson Stereo (the obligatory Chicago 
blues instrument) for a guitar which made 
things much harder on his fingers (“the 
only way to get the real rhythm and blues 
sound”), he began scouring record stores 
for old 78s by people like Eddie 
“Cleanhead” Vinson, Sil Austin, Roy 
Milton and the Solid Senders (whose 
“Baby You Don’t Know” he does at least 
as well as the aging Milton performed it 
on a recent ‘“‘Homewood’’ show on 
WGBH, which also featured Vinson, 
Esther Phillips and Joe Turner), Gene 
Phillips and the Rockers and other r&b 
stalwarts. He and Greg Piccolo, who had 
converted from blues harp to tenor sax in 
the name of the new old music, found 
caches of valuable old records in the 
basements of people who were selling old 
homes and began to select the songs they 
wanted to perform. 

Pianist Copley and altoist Lataille were 
already with them, and with the addition 
of Doug Schlecht on baritone sax and the 
rhythm section of Rossi and Parigoni, 
Roomful of Blues took the shape it has to- 
day. The band now has a repertoire of one 
hundred and five numbers, almost all of 
which fall into the category of rhythm and 


blues from the thirties to the early fifties, 


and all of which are done with precision 
and a great deal of flair. 

Roomful of Blues is an unusually ex- 
citing and important band for a number 
of reasons. They are introducing 
sonorities, rhythms and soloing styles un- 
familiar to listeners who have been held in 
the grip of Chicago blues for the last 
several years. Chicago blues is a 
noteworthy and viable genre capable of 
producing music of unquestionable quali-

ty, but it has come to pervade the at- 
mosphere all too thoroughly, especially in 
the Boston-Cambridge-area. 


The band is also bringing back rhythm 
and blues masters passed over in the six- 
ties and early seventies like Eddie Vinson 
and Joe Turner, Louis Jordan and Fats 
Waller. As a matter of fact, the.band has 
hired Sil Austin and Red Prysock for gigs 
in the Westerly area, and is planning to 
bring r&b guitar great Tiny Grimes and 
possibly ‘“‘Cleanhead’’ Vinson to the 


Knickerbocker (the bar which serves as 
their home base in Westerly) during the 
summer. 

Of course, what is most important 
about Roomful of Blues is that thev’re a 
joy to listen to, but what I find most in- 
triguing about them is this: at some point 
in the 1940s black musicians who wanted 
to take extended solos and those who 
wanted to continue playing danceable, 
arranged music parted ways. Bebop led to 
the modern jazz of the nineteen fifties and 
sixties, full of personal expression and 


eye-popping musicianship but lacking the 
ability to communicate with large 
numbers of people. Arranged rhythm and 
blues led to Chicago blues, soul music and 
rock ’n’ roll, the first of which produced 
the soloing in both rock and blues which is 
prevalent today. What Roomful of Blues 
has done is to go back to the 1940s and 
start all over again. They play elegant, 
arranged rhythm and blues and they also 
solo beautifully, creating a kind of 
authentically funky popular music which 
is both good art and good entertainment.

The words “rock ’n ’roll’”’ have become a 
kind of nasty incantation today. In place 
of the exultation of the 50s and 60s, rock 
’n ‘roll (not simply ‘‘rock,’’ which 
describes 90% of the albums released and 
therefore describes nothing) is mean and 
brutish and, worst of all, self- 
congratulatory, since, meanness and 
brutishness in our more permissive socie- 
ty are no longer guilt-ridden occupations. 
A fair though not outstanding example of 
what I’m talking about is Humble Pie, 
whose album titles — Rock On, Smokin’ 
and the grandiloquent Eat Jt — pretty 
much proclaim the band’s abandonment. 
of sentiment and soul. 

Humble Pie was composed of veterans 
of the Small Faces, the Herd and Spooky 
Tooth, the first two especially being 
delightful, witty yet earnest specimens of 
English pop-rock. At the point at which 
Humble Pie seemed to be becoming 
scrappy Steve Marriott’s band, lead 
guitarist Peter Frampton dropped out. 
What Frampton has done with his new in- 
dependence has been to restore rock ’n 
‘roll to its status as an expressive 
medium. Most pop musicians today who 
seek expression have been driven either 


into the insularity and good manners of 
singer-songwriting, or the tongue-tied in- 
strumentalism and abstraction of jazz. 
While Peter’s lyrics are often confessional 
and his accompaniment often acoustic, 
and while his prime. guitar influence is 
Kenny Burrell, he is unabashedly 
dedicated to playing rock ’n ’roll in the 
full, expressive sense of the word. Indeed, 
more than on Camel’s predecessor, Wind 
of Change, Frampton seems involved in 
manipulating classic rock effects. 

The perfectly constructed “I’ye Got My 
Eyes On You,” with its staccato clavinet, 
immediately recalls Stevie Wonder. “All 
Night Long” begins as one of Peter’s 
acoustic jazz ballads, only to blossom into 
a joyously simplistic chorus. “Lines On 
My Face” introduces the sub-theme of 
the album, an unusually adult one for 
rock: the breakup of Peter’s marriage. 
“We lived on your doorstep/ I made you 
my wife/ But I don’t need that.” Yet, if 
only if in his elastic pronunciation on the 
chorus, the rock vernacular is again con- 
jured up. As opposed to the astringent, 
unblinkingly direct playing on ‘‘Eyes,” 
Peter’s guitar is here more typically in- 
tangible and oblique, yet simultaneously 
passionate and involved — a stunning 
combination. (On “The Lodger,” from the 
previous album, his guitar expressed the 
anger towards a houseful of parasites his 
words were too bemused and polite to 
show.) The Bowie-influenced vocal on 
“Which Way The Wind Blows” is his 
finest ever, and his version of S. Wonder’s 
“I Believe” makes explicit his suspected 
admiration. Peter performs on drums, 
piano, bass and guitar, a multi- 
instrumentalist like, also that other 
Stevie — Winwood I mean — whose voice 
his resembles. The version here is plea- 
sant, though unnecessary — in any case 
certainly not the pestilence “Jumpin Jack 
Flash” was on Wind. 

“White Sugar” is a wry Stones tribute, 
“Don’t Fade Way” is millifluous, perfect 
— the album’s sleeper. “Time Of The 
Year,” unfortunately, in defiance of 


repeated playings remains unfocussed, 
melodramatic, with an over-enunciated 
vocal. “Do You Feel Like We Do”’ is the 
only riff number, and contains Framp- 
ton’s guitar at its most burning. 

If nothing else, Frampton’s Camel 
proves that Wind Of Change was no acci- 
dent for this new master of all trades.

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Dan Hicks and His Hot Licks: LAST 
TRAIN TO HICKSVILLE (Blue 
Thumb 51) 


Dan Hicks seems unconcerned whether 
the world of rock needs a good cabaret 
group or not. But what qualifies the Hot 
Licks to enter rock at all? They are an 
acoustic vocal band, far removed from the 
pathways of either folk or rock. They are 
an organism that transmits a 
sophisticated point of view in a mode that 
sometimes seems dated and mannered. 
Their surfaces — the Lambert, Hendricks 
and Ross vocals, the nostalgic violin — 
tempt the listener into hearing the words 
as mere vocal accompaniment. But to 
anyone who listens to the lyrics, it 
becomes obvious that the group is aiming 
deeper than mere club entertainment; the 
night-clubby come-on is a part of their 
often acerbic commentary. 

Hicksville contains some excellent new 
Hicks material as well as an almost 
perfect song by Hot Lick Naomi 
Eisenberg. “Lonely Madman” by Hicks 
begins the record in fine, offhanded 
manner, exploring a theme Hicks has 
looked at before. A sudden gap appears in 


the music before the chorus begins, 
attesting to the band’s predilection for 
whimsy. John Girton delivers the first of 
many effervescent, light-hearted guitar 
solos. 

“Old Timey Baby” drenches the 
listener with nostalgia in its languid violin 
introduction and in its discussion of an 
old-fashioned girl who’s “her own grand- 
mother.” The Hot Licks are behind Dan 
every step of the way, coating his laconic, 
wise-acre voice in sugar. 

Eisenberg’s song is ‘“‘Success,”’ a perfect 
balance of the internal and external. 
“Success keeps playing with my mind,” 
Naomi sings in an introspective examina- 
tion of her future. She has captured exact- 
ly the essence of that kind of worry: “Is 
this the life to lead though I’m feelin’ so 
fine/Where am I goin’ to be when I turn 
thirty-nine?” And the song is solid. It 
makes an immediate impression on the 
melody banks of the brain. Naomi has 
caught the first rushes of worry over going 
old, and put it into a winning melody. It is 
a lovely song. 

“Payday Blues” by Hicks is the perfect 
George Burns tune, complete with un- 
rhythmic non-sequiturs and a nice coun- 
try guitar solo. “I Asked My Doctor’’ is 
the simple message of a fool druggy who 
may be killing himself but doesn’t really 
want to know. 

The closing song is “It’s Not My Time 
to Go,”’ the other side of the coin from “I 
Asked My Doctor.” In it Hicks attempts 
to come to grips with his own existential 
crisis in the way that Eisenberg so 
successfully articulated hers. It is a 
perfect blues sentiment without the blues. 
The question, ‘“‘Where am I going?” is 
asked with the words “The cigarettes I’m 
smoking don’t realize. . .for how are they 
to know. . . it’s not my time to go. . .before 
I go I’ve got to show. . something.” It is a 
faintly inarticulate wail of despair.

Michael Murphey: GERONIMO’S 
CADILLAC (A&M SP. 4358).

Michael Murphey, on Boston FM, may 
be just another in the apparently endless 
spate of singer-songwriters, but down in 
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Austin you can bet this Texas boy 
preaches the gospel on stage. Picture 
crowds that, in the throes of kinship that 
can come only in the face of overwhelming 
opposition, clutch copies of the Texas 
Observer. or Houston Journalism Review 
and get stoned in the state where you can 
get life for possession. 

Murphey, then, is not one more 
stringer-together of cliched introspection 
for perusal by the windmills of your mind, 
but, rather, a cultural emissary from the 
land, in his words, ‘‘of natural gas and 
rattlesnakes. .where the Pedernales 
flows to the sea. . .and heaven shines on 
the alleys of Austin.” Murphey is the 
prodigal son of the Lone Star state, born a 
Baptist, gone away to write songs and 
scores for Screen Gems, Hollywood and 
New York, only to return and join those 
who contend that they can drink Pearl 
beer (a Texas brand), enjoy steel guitars 
and barbecue, but not spend their spare 
killing. “I just want to be a cosmic cow- 
boy,’”’ Murphey croons in a squeaky 
coffeehouse tenor whose passion obscures 
its faults. 

“Cosmic Cowboy”’ is the title song of 
Murphey’s second album, which, with 
Geronimo’s Cadillac, has established him 
as a musical counterpart of novelist Larry 
McMurtry (Last Picture Show, Leaving 
Cheyenne) and essayist Larry L. King 
(Confessions of a White Racist) — people 
with the gift for distilling the romance 
and drama out of Anarene, Texas, Lyn- 
don Johnson, or, in Murphey’s case, the 
alleys of Austin where he resides. At his 


best, Murphey, unlike most current 
songwriters, tells a good story — un- 
derstated narratives with nice country 
melodies and good steel playing that tell 
of libidinal excursions south of San An- 
tonio, car wrecks in flash desert floods in 
Las Cruces and the temptations of 
“‘blacksliders’ wine’’ and ‘“‘blackeyed 
shine.” As with Dylan, Murphey’s songs 
allow you to drift along enjoying the tune 
and chorus, but, also, to find new 
meanings with each listening. The first of 
the two albums (Cadillac) is the better, 
plagued only only slightly by Murphey’s 
tendency at times toward melodic 
monotony, but, more importantly, 
climaxed by the best combination of old- 
timey white gospel singing and new 
songwriting I’ve heard in one song. 
“Lights of the City,” not unlike “I Shall 
be Released,” has a new tune that sounds 
as lasting as, say, ““Amazing Grace,” and 
lyrics and arrangement to move the most 
contemporary backslider. “I can almost 
see the lights of the city/shining down on 

. .I know someday I shall be free.” 
sell organs and gospel choruses of 
American spirit combine; it’s the kind of 
song that makes you not only cry and get 
saved, but vow to impeach Nixon at the 
same time. 

If you’d like to hear Geronimo’s 
Cadillac and try to minimize the risk, 
you can try the Brookline Library, which 
is where I got my copy. If it affects you the 
way it did me, though, you'll save no 
money that way: my copy’s already a 
month overdue.

This set would lead you to believe that 
Peter Townshend controls Track Records, 
for the purpose of recording all his friends 
and colleagues. Not so, but these releases 
are rather suspiciously timed, serving 
mostly to remind us that we’ve not heard 
from the Who in a long time. The other 
guys are all following Townshend’s lead: 
Keen is an old friend (Townshend produc-

ed his short-lived coalition, Thunderclap 
Newman), and Daltrey and Entwistle 
have nothing else to do while waiting for 
Townshend to get his writing chops back 
(“Join Together” and “Relay” both being 
every bit as vapid as the previous Who 
ebb, Magic Bus). Unfortunately, these 
discs determine pretty clearly, especially 
by comparison with Who Came First, ex- 
actly who the man behind Who is. 

All the material on the Daltrey album 
was written by producers Dave Courtney 
and Adam Faith. This is a nice idea, a 
talented composing team desirous of giv- 
ing their songs better treatment than they 
could manage themselves assemble 
several competent sidemen and act as 
producers and arrangers only. But the key 
word is “sidemen,” and Daltrey is osten- 
sibly the star. At least, his name is 


. repeated all over the jacket, though I sup- 


pose if you said “Daltrey” 59 times in a 
row it might start to sound stupid and 
superfluous, too. Roger has expressed a 
desire to sing material unlike the Who’s, 
and while he has written some nice tunes 
with the Who, like “See My Way” from 
Happy Jack, the stuff here is all too ob- 
viously Who material. Yet Courtney and 
Faith try to give him a sense of being an 
independent artist. I detect in this an ele- 
ment of rock n’ roll hypocrisy, especially 
in the reprise of “One Man Band:” 
“Nobody cares or understands; is there 
anybody there who can lend a hand to my 
one man band?” There are street noises in 
the background; he’s posing as a busker, 
saying, I’d give up all my rock’n’ roll fame 


just to be a one man band. Bull. 

Sounding remarkably like the forego- 
ing, and unlike Thunderclap Newman, 
Speedy Keen’s Previous Convictions rings 
only with the banal, unchanging 
tautologies of the proletariat. From his 
claim that “We've got to get it together 
sooner or later, because the revolution’s 
here,” he now advises apathy, middle-of- 
the-roadness, “‘Keep Your Head Down.” 
Instead of wrestling gamely with the 
metaphysics of pain and suffering as he 
did in ‘‘Accidents’’ (also from 
Thunderclap’s classic Hollywood Dream), 
he is here content to set it down like a 
news bulletin and say ‘““That’s the Way It 
Is.” His highest aspiration on the whole 
album is an ‘Old Fashioned Girl,” 
reiterated in the oldie “Somethin’ Else.” 
One tune that really doesn’t stand out but 
deserves special mention anyway is a 
pedestrian version of Dylan’s “Positively 
Fourth Street.” To whom is it directed: 
Andy Newman — or Peter Townshend — 
or the world at large? Is it the delayed 
effect of his spell in jail, which is obvious- 
ly looming very large now in his mind, as 
the title demonstrates. 

John Entwistle’s done solo work before, 
sounding in the past rather macabre, but 
this album puts the lie to its goulish title. 
It is, in fact, back to the good old days — 
both the ones you’re thinking I mean, and’ 
the time about five or six years ago when 
one knew immediately what group was on 
the radio, because (admittedly) there 
were fewer of them, but also because ar- 
tists then tried not to step on each other’s 
musical toes — as opposed to the out- 
rageous copping that passes for creativity 
these days — well, in any case, I had my 
first taste of this record in a radio dosage 
of “Made in Japan” and picked it as 
Entwistle right off. This is the best track 
and it deserves to be a single. Other cuties 
are his version of Little Richard’s 
“Lucille,” replacing the King of R’n’R’s 


attacking cobra of a vocal with a laid- 


back, totally contemporary harmony, and 
one tune called “Peg Leg Peggy” which 
really does border on bad taste (“Peg Leg 
Peggy, she really knows how to hop’’), but 
the music and especially the beat are just 
so righteous, for once, that I have to 
forgive him.

For the missus to get hubby to turn-off 
the television and hang a tie around his 
neck takes something pretty extraor- 
dinary these days, but the North Shore 
Music Theatre is out to make it happen. 
There are pleasant garden patios to mill 
around in, the Theatre Terrace 
Restaurant for dinner and preprandial 
drinks (and even a fashion show before 
the Wednesday matinee, ladies), ice 
cream sandwiches and popcorn (just like 
the movies) and a real life bar operating 
just outside the auditorium. And I almost 
forgot, between the lengthy intermissions, 
there’s a show. 

What better acoutrement/catalyst to 
such sociable goings on than a Neil Simon 
comedy. Very entertaining fare, so 
pleasantly forgettable that it can’t cast a 
pall on the surrounding activities. So the 
North Shore Music Theatre wisely opened 
its doors last week — sans music — with 
The Gingerbread Lady in which Maureen 
Stapleton masterfully recreates the role 
that won her a Tony in 1971, this time un- 
der the unlikely direction of Anthony 
Perkins. Perkins whom most will 
remember either from “Psycho” or “Tall 
Story”’ has mort’ r@céntly tutned 
screenwriter (The Last of Sheila) and 


director. 


Now, for the Mister Slick of the 
Broadway Boffo, The Gingerbread Lady 
is nearly a tragedy. As usual, Simon’s 
knack for pinpointing the most ridiculous 
aspects of Americana is acute and the 
one-liners are batted back and forth, fast 
and furiously. But the funny/sad 
characters in this one, if their situations 
weren't so perfectly and predictably for- 
mulated, ‘might «evens prove disturbing. 
And we wouldn’t want that at a Neil 
Simon comedy. It wouldn’t be quite so 
simple to make jovial belly-up-to-the-bar 
type conversation between the acts. 

The Gingerbread Lady is a smalltime 
Big City nightclub singer (thus allowing 
for the requisite “Life in New York”

jokes), recently returned ffom a 10 week 
drying out period during which she has 
shed 40 ugly pounds while dreaming of sex 
and sandwiches. The stable influences to 
whom she returns are a down-and-out 
homosexual actor, long ago graduated 
from the “aging juvenile” category and 
still waiting for the big break, a fortyish 


former beauty whose sole obsession in life 
is to avoid becoming a “‘former” beauty, a 
35 year old gigolo guitar player whose 
shafting caused the G.L.’s most recent 
debauche and a teenage Pollyanna type 
daughter whose only connection with the 
real younger generation is that she doesn’t 
wear a bra. 


Everyone’s life reaches a cliched crisis 
at once, the Gingerbread Lady hits the 
sauce out of sheer sympathy, gets her face 
bashed in by a sadistic guitarist and rises 
like a Phoenix from the Ashes to keep a 
dreaded luncheon date with Pollyanna’s 
Daddy — the explanation for the black 
eye being ‘“‘that she got hit by the Eastern 
Airlines shuttle to Boston.” 

The most exciting thing about the 
North Shore Music Theatre production 
(which played only a week) was Maureen 
Stapleton, who would look like Duse in a 
toothpaste commercial. To put it mildly, 
the lady (a pudgy, unpretentious redhead 
who looks like just about anybody you 
might run into by the frozen foods at Stop 
’n’ Shop) can act. She has a lovely, 
ladylike vulnerability that allows her to 
get away with being terribly vulgar in 
such a way that it’s just sad, rather than 
offensive. It is the perfect quality for play- 
ing Evelyn Meara. And though Ms. 
Stapleton is shy in person, she plays with 
energy and projects a tremendous warmth 
that holds a summer stock: production 
together without ever appearing to drive 
it. To watch her work is in itself a delight. 


Perkins kept the show moving at a 
breezy Simonized clip, though the direc- 
tion was nothing to write home about. But 
then, neither was “Tall Story.” The rest 
of the ensemble was adequate, the better 
players on loan from the soaps, Pollyanna 
on loan from her father, William Saroyan, 
and the grocery boy with the Jose Jimenez 
accent on loan from goodness knows 
where — certainly not an acting school. 
There was however, a rather nice perfor- 
mance from Elaine Kerr who lent an 
appealing warmth to the wry humor of the 
lady with the once flawless face. 


The North Shore Music Theatre will be 
serving up drinks, dinners and 
lightweight entertainment for the rest of 
the summer with John Raitt in “1776”

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Attitudes Towards Abstraction

There is a popular aesthetic notion 
vhich says that any interpretation of 
bstract art is inapproriate because any 
eading of it necessarily treats it as if it 
vere representing something as if it were 
iot abstract. Anyone who holds this no- 
ion should see the show of “Paintings on 
?aper” currently at the Harcus-Krakow 
rallery. This is a good show because it 
ontains work by three different people, 
vork that seems to have been done from 
tifferent attitudes toward what abstrac- 
ion means. 

The first thing one can see about the 
how is that Carl Palazzolo’s paintings 
ommand it. The first reason his work im- 
resses me is that it let me rest with my 
irst impression of it; in fact it seems to be 
-bout a kind of direct address to ex- 
verience, visually at least. The impact of 
iis work is to let us feel that conviction 
‘bout art is possible, maybe even most to 
ve trusted, on the basis of one’s first 
dance at it. Three of his pictures here 
leliver their full impact on first glance, 

vhich is not to say that they don’t stand 
ip to closer examination. 


Palazzolo seems to have an impressive 
ontrol over the textural and chromatic 
ffects that can be gotten from various 
vays of applying paint. In fact he makes 
‘ifferent areas of his paintings look like 
hey were made with different materials, 
ot just with different colored pigments. 
‘he result is a sense of painting as 
omething utterly physical and involved 
a illusion only in so far as experience 
enerally is. All of his pictures have the 
eeling of being like medium close-ups, 
nd from wherever we look at them, we 
eem to be seeing _something slight}y 
nlarged to permit us a’ clearer view of it: 
n this sense, Palazzolo’s paintings call to 
aind some of James Rosenquist’s, even 
hough the latter’s are insistently 
igurative.

But perhaps most important, Palaz- 
zolo’s pictures confirm that abstract pic- 
tures can and do refer to very literal and 
physical circumstances and experiences, 
such as obsessive attention to detail and 
feelings of emotional constraint or 
freedom. 


Stephen Mueller’s pictures seem to be 
made from just the opposite stance, that 
the painting is a kind of deliberate (or 


resolutely spontaneous) avoidance of any ~ 


kind of reference to anything but the ex- 
perience of other art. Certain artists have 
been able to bring this sort of thing off, 


perhaps Ad Reinhardt did it sometimes, 
but the effect of Mueller’s pictures is one 
of utter arbitrariness. They look arbitrary 
enough to raise the question why they 
should be considered paintings, or finish- 
ed works at all. It seems as if he could 
have applied more paint, or less paint, in 
any one of them, but they really contain 
no clue to suggest how they could be im- 
proved, that is, how they could have 
become paintings in a convincing way. 
Another feature of Palazzolo’s work is 
that it does convince us that it is finished, 
or to put it another way, that the artist 
knew what he was doing when he made 
the work. That conviction is pretty impor- 


tant when you’re looking at abstract pain- . 


ting, even if you have no way of ar- 
ticulating it. (Though, of course, you 
won’t be able to persuade anyone else of 
the basis for your conviction until you can 
articulate it.) 

Robin Bruch’s pictures look more 
“designed” than either Mueller’s or 
Palazzolo’s. They are reminiscent both of 
some of Richard Diebenkorn’s “Ocean 
Park” series, and of certain early pictures 
by Katherine Porter, who had a one- 
woman show in Boston last month. They 
happen to look as if they were done with a 
concern for the sense of fit between the 
shape of the paper and the image it con- 
tains. That sense of fit, after all, is 
something that can get us either to 
perceive or not to perceive an abstract 
pattern as an image. Bruch’s patterns 
resist identification with the shape or 
edges of the paper, except at a couple of 
points. Shapes trail of the edge as if con- 
tinuing beyond it (the way an image 
seems to be a partial view of something 
larger). In one of her pictures, a clear con- 
nection is made between the sense of a 
cropped image and the illusion of depth. 
But the show doesn’t contain enough work 
for me to form a clean impression of how 
controlled it is.

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Books: Lord Lowell's Latest

History by Robert Lowell. Farrar,

Half a decade ago, Robert Lowell’s 
Notebook 1967-68 appeared, a sprawling 
collection of sonnets intended, in his own 
words, to be “one poem, jagged in 
pattern, but not a conglomeration or se- 
quence of related material.” The sonnet’s 
formal scheme was taken over with 
casualness; often lines were allowed to 
violate length or metre, rhyme was no 
more than occasional, and the poems 
moved through their allotted space like 
paragraphs. 

There had been some questions about 
what would (or could) follow the achieve- 
ment of/ Life Studies and For the Union 
Dead, which had been so influential in our 
time. Near the Ocean, published later, 
was a rather thin, over-wrought volume, 
fleshed out with translations, and nothing 
else had appeared since then. Aside from 
the sheer genius and intelligence at work 
in Lowell’s poetry, it could be said that he 
has managed his career well, striving 
toward poetic modes large enough to ac- 
commodate his ambition. So it’s no sur- 
prise that, like John Berryman in The 
Dream Songs, Lowell would be attracted 
to some wider narrative scheme; in choos- 
ing the sonnet sequence, he has establish- 
ed a tacit claim to belonging among those 
who comprise the English literary tradi- 
tion. And there was, in the Notebook’s 
original version, an impulse toward the 
conversational qualities of the sonnet, the 
sense of a public voice. The subjects 
themselves were various, ranging over 
political events, writers, travel, and 
reminiscence. 

Two years later, a “revised and expand- 
ed edition” appeared, entitled simply 


Notebook. About a hundred new poems 
had been added, in Lowell’s note, 
“scattered where they caught, intended to 
fulflesh my poem, rot sprawl into 
chronicle.” The new notebook justified its 
transient character; the poems were more 
finished, their theme less haphazard than 
it had been. These rough-hewn sonnets 
were intended to represent the 
meditations and episodes of a life which 
could claim to have experienced the 
temper of an epoch; Lowell’s great gift, 
revealed in Life Studies, has consisted in 
the capacity to render imagination 
historical, so that the sensibility dis- 
played is at once a reflection of social 
reality and the mirror of its most inward 
effect. This was the lesson of “Skunk 
Hour”, where a recognition that “The 
season’s ill” parallels another, that “I 
myself am hell;/ nobody’s here.”’ In 
Notebook, if Lowell had shifted more in 
the direction of public utterance, there 
still could be detected that impulse to 
chronicle his own life in all its trauma, 
vicissitude, and reverence. 


What the technical 


about 


‘achievement? More than a colloquial 


record, Notebook demonstrated the vir- 
tuosity that Lowell has possessed since 
the beginning, in those long, tortured 
soliloquys that comprise Lord Weary’s 
Castle. The sonnets, intended to be read 
in their narrative sequence, draw their 
value from the totality; each, read alone, 
is a dense, freighted chapter, moving in 
fourteen lines from Trotsky and Che 
Guevara to Marie-Antoinette to Burke, or 
from a woman’s skirt that “stopped half a 
foot above my knee” to Locke and Mill. 
Lowell has so much to say that normal 
syntax can’t contain his thought; ellipses 
and sentence fragments back up like traf- 
fic, until the last line intervenes with 
meaning: “In these too, the unreliable 


~ touch of the all.” 


Now we have three new books, all in the 


familiar sonnet form, and causing me to 
wonder if the publication of these 
notebooks will become seasonal, appear- 
ing with the frequency of certain rarer 
natural phenomena, like shooting stars. 
The longest, History, collects poems from 
Notebook, and about 80 new sonnets. “All 
the poems have been changed, some 
heavily,” he writes. old title, 
Notebook, was more accurate than I wish- 
ed, i.e..my composition was jumbled.” 
The book’s design is more thematic than 
it was, the new poems belonging among 
those concerned with historical figures, 
from the Bible to his own contemporaries. 
It’s impossible to deal with the full 
significance of this work in such a brief 
space, because there is no other way to ap- 
proach it except as a poem in the line 
from Wordsworth’s Prelude through Ten- 
nyson to Pound’s Cantos, with all the 
magnitude and cultural importance that 
such a comparison implies. What was 
before, in earlier versions, a more or less 
documentary record of our time has now 
been 80 shaped, revised, and expanded 
that it possesses a character which only 
the greatest of our poets have achieved: 
that of transposing the more universal, 
repetitive historical motifs onto the 
specific conditions of our own experience. 

There is a sort of temporal leap in 
which Lowell excels; “Marcus Cato 234- 
149 B.C.” begins: “My live telephone 
swings crippled to solitude/ two feet from 
my ear.” The scene (and these poems are 
scenes, in the cinematic sense) is Lowell 
talking on the phone to his wife, whose 
voice we heard in Life Studies (‘“The shrill 
verve/ of your invective’). Within two 
lines, the poet becomes Cato, while the 
difficulties in his marriage are il- 
luminated through the parallel of 
Carthage fallen: “Cato knew from the 
Greeks that Empire is hurry,/ and domi- 
nion never goes to the phlegmatic.” The 
effect of such a comparison is to reduce 
the heroic to human proportion, just as 


the commonplace of a quarrel over the 
telephone receives recognition as a 
solemn, crucial moment in our lives. Even 


to read through the contents is to notice - 


this relation; poems entitled “Genesis”, 
“The Republic”, and Woman” are 
printed beside “Taxi Drivers’’ and 
“Eating Out Alone”. Lowell’s world is so 
various, so crowded, that it resembles the 
world in its actual complication. 

While it can’t be said that such a 
remarkable achievement was expected, 
History represents the culmination of 
Lowell’s entire work to date. Ample 
evidence to support this claim can be 
found, not only in the recapitulation of 
certain themes, but in the poems 
themselves, a number of which have been 
excerpted from earlier volumes. What can 
be noted about the other two books? For 
Lizzie and Harriet collects new versions of 
poems that appeared in Notebook, and is 
supposed to be a portrait of his second 
wife, Elizabeth Hardwick, and their 
child. These are highly personal elegies, 
full of tact and sympathy, which is more 
than can be said of The Dolphin, “a new 
sequence of poems” dedicated to Lowell’s 
new wife, Caroline. The publication of 
this book raises to the level of a literary 
genre what I take to be sheer indiscretion; 
we’re treated to tortured letters from his 
ex-wife, in quotes, often with Lowell’s 
own gloss on her complaints. I’m helpless 
to defend this invasion of private life, and 
simply can’t read these poems as fiction. 
It’s unfortunate that, in the desire to 
chronicle all episodes in his own recent ex- 
perience, Lowell could no longer dis- 
tinguish between literature and life, or 
rather the lives of those closest to him, 
who have become, in his hands, mere 
texts. Still, he concludes a sonnet: 
“Everything is real until it’s published”; 
and if we’re to appreciate the grandeur of 
these works, we have to appreciate the 
risk, the wealth of feeling involved in their 
composition.
